in use from and after the first day of October, in the Year of our Lord one 
tboMand seven hundred and ninety.

TH£ PREFACE. 



It is a Diflit invaluable part gf that ble«Md liberty v^kerewith ChsUr 
keUh made ut frecj that in his wwship, different forms and usuges nuaj 
without ofTenee be allowed, provided the substance of the faith be k^ 
entire ; and that, in <«very Churchy what cannot be clearly determined to 
belong to Doctrine must be referred to Discipline ; and therefore, by commoii 
consent and authority, may be altered, abridged, enlarged, amended, or 
otharwise disposed ef, as may seem most ccmvenieni for the edification of 
the paople, "aeoording to tke vai*iouB exigencies of times and occasions.'' 

The CAvrcA of Engkmd, to whidi the Protestant Episcopal Church ia 
these States is indebted, und^ Gk)D, for her iint foundati(m and a long 
continnaiice gf nursing care 8«d pro^tion, hath, in the Preface of her Book 
of Ckxnmon Prayer, laid it down as a rule, that ''The Particular Fwms of 
Divine Worship, and the Rites and Ceremonies appointed to be used therein, 
being things in their own. nature indifferent and alterable, and so acknow- 
ledged, k is but reasonabb that upon weighty and important consideratiens, 
Bccprding to the various exigencies of times and occasions, such changes 
and alterations should be made therdn, w to those who are in places of 
authority should, from time to time, seem either necessary or expedient." 

The same Church hath not only in her Preface, but likewise in her 
Articles and Homilies, declafed the necessity and expediency of occasional 
alterations and amendments in her Forms of Public WoiBhip ; and we find 
accoi-dingly, that, seeking to "keep the happy mean between too much 
stiffness in refusing, and too much easiness in admitting variations in things- 
once advisedly established, she hath, in the reign of several princes, sinee 
the first compiling of her Liturgy in the time of ESdward the Sixth, upon 
Just and weighty consideratiras her thereunto moving, yielded to make 
sttch al t erations in some particulars, as in their respective times were 
thought convenient ; yet so as that the main body and essential parts of the 
same (Sirwell in the chiefest materials, as in the frame and order thareo£) 
have still been coiuinned firm and unshaken.' 

Her general aim in these different Reviews and Alterations hath been, as 
she fiirther declares in her said Preface, " to do that which, according to 
bar best understanding, might most tend to the preservation of peace and 
unity in the Church ; the procuring of reverence, and the exciting of piety 
and devotion in the worship of God ; and, finally, the cutting off oceaska, 
firom them that seek occasion, of cavil or quarrel againftt her Liturgy." 
And aldiough, according to her judgment, there be not ''any thing in it 
contrary to the Word of GoD, or to sound doctrine, or which a godly man 
nay not with a good conscience use and salnnit unto, or which is not fiirif 
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• FREPACE. 

defensible, if allowed Buch jost and fiivorablt constrnction, as, m eommoQ 
equity, ought to be allowed to all human writings ;" yet upon the principles 
already laid down, it cannot but be supposed, that ftirther akeration would 
in time be found expedient Accordingly, a cemmission for a review was 
issaed in the year 1689 : but this great and good work miscarried at that 
time ; and the Civil Authority has not since thougllt proper to revive it by 
any new commission. 

But when in the course of Divine Providence, ^hese American States 
became independent with respect to Civil Government, their BVsclesiastieal 
Independence was necessarily included ; and the different religions deno- 
minations of Christians in these States were left at full and equal liberty to 
model and oi^ganize their respective Churches, tnd forms of w<H^ip, and dis- 
cipline, in such manner as they might judge most Convenient fbritheir future 
prosperity ; consistentljE with the Constitution and Laws of their country. 

The attention of this Charch was, in die first place, drawn to those 
alterations in the Liturgy which became necessptiy in the prayers for our 
Civil Rulers, in consequ^ce of the Revolution. And the principal care 
herein was to make them, conformable to what ooght to be the proper end 
of all such prayers, namely, that " Rulers may have grace, wisdom, and 
understanding to execute justice, and to maintain truth ;" and that the People 
"may lead quiet and peaceable lives, in all godliness and honesty.'' 

But while these alterations were in review before the Convention, they 
could not but, with gratitude to God, embrace the happy occasion which was 
offered to them (uninfluenced and unrestraiuedby any worldly authority what- 
soever) to take a further review of the Public Service, and to establish such 
other alterations and amendments therein as might be deemed expedient 

It seems unnecessary to enumerate all the different alterations and 
amendments. They will appear, and it is to be hoped, the reasons of them 
also, upon a comparison of this with the Book of Common Prayer of the 
Church of England. In which it will also appear, that this Chxirch is far 
from intending to depart from the Chprch of Ekigland in any essential point 
of doctrine, discipline, or worship ; or further than local circumstances 
require. 

And now, this important work being brought to a conclusion, it is hoped 
tfas whole will be received and examined by every tme Member of our 
Chnrch, and every sincere Christian, with a meek, candid, and charitable 
frame of mind ; without prejudice or prepossessions ; seriously considering 
what Christianity is, and what the truths of the Gospel are ; and earnestly 
beseeching Almighty God to accompany widi his blessing every endeavor 
fcr promulgating them to mankind in the clearest, plainest, most affecting 
and majestic manner, for the sake of Jesus Chbist, our blessed Lord 
andSavioor.

Tm PsALTBB diaU be read through once every month, m it is there appointet^ 
both Ibr Morning and Evening Prayer. But in February it shall be rnid only 
to the tweiity-eighth or twentr-ointh day of the month. 

And whereas January. Marchj May^ Julv, AuguBt, OctobeTf and Deceut- 
bsTf have one-and-thirty days apiece: it is ordered, that the same Psalms shall 
be read the last day of the nid months which were read the day before ; so that 
the Psalter may begin again the i^rst day of the next month ensuing. 

And whereas (iia 119th Psalm is divided into twenty-two Portions, and !■ 
over-long to be read at one time ; it is so ordered, that at one thne shall not be 
read above four or five of the said Portions. 

The Minister, instead of reading from the Psalter as divided for Daily Morn- 
ing and Evening Prayer, may read one of the Selections set out by this C^ch. 

And, on Dajrs of Fasting and Thanksgiving, appointed either by the Cml or 
by the Ecclesiastical Authority, the Minister may appoint such Psalms as he 
shall think fit in his discretion, unless any shall have been appointed by the 
Ecclesiastical Authpritv, in a Service set out for the occasion ; which, in tluit 
case, shall ba used, and no other.

When they had 
heard the king, they departed ; and 
lo, the star which they «w in the 
east went before them, till it ctine 
and itood over where tiie young child 
was. When they sew the star, they 
refoiced with exceeding ^reat jov. 
And when they were come into ^e 
house, they saw the young child with 
Mazy his vother, and im down and 
worahipped him : ond when they had

ed onto him gifia; gold, and frackin- 
oenae, and myrrh. And being warn- 
ed of God m a dream, that they 
riiould not return to Herod, they de- 
parted into their own country another 
way.

And showeth 
him im t& kingdoms of the world, 
and tlte glory of tnem ; and saith unte 
him, All these things will I give the^ 
if thou wilt fall down and worship 
me. Then saith JBSua unto him, 
Get thee hence, Satan ; fixr it is writ* 
ten, Thou sbalt worship the Lord thy 
God, and him only shalt thou serve. 
Then the devil leavetb him, and be> 
hold, angels came and] ministered 
unto him.

JEiSUS was casting out a devil, 
and it was dumb. And it eame to 
pas% when Ihe devil was gone out, 
ue dumb spake; andthe people won- 
dered.

But he 
who was of the bond-woman waa 
born after the flesh ; but he of the 
free-w(Hnan was by promise. Which 
things are an allegory : for these are 
the two covenants; the one from 
Mount Sinai, which* gendereth to 
bondage, which is A^r. For this 
Agar IS Mount Sinai in Arabia, and 
answereth to Jerusalem which now 
is, and is in bondage with her child- 
ren. But Jerusalem which is abovS) 
is free ; which is the mother of us all. 
For it is written, Rejoice, thou barren 
that bearest not ; break forth and cry, 
thou that travailest not ; for the deso- 
late hath many more children than 
she which hath a husband. Now 
we, brethren, as Isaac was, are the 
children of promise. But as thai, he 
that was born afler the flesh perse- 
cuted him that was bom afltf the 
spirit ; even so it is now. Nevertiie- 
lesl^ what saith the Scripture % Cast 
out the bond-woman and her son; 
for the son of the bond-woman shall 
not be heir witfi the son of the free- 
woman. So then, brethren, we are 
not children of the bond-woman, bat 
of the free. 

The Gospel. St John vi. 1. 

JESUS went over the sea of Gal!* 
lee, which is the sea of Tiberias. 
And a great multitude followed him, 
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because they saw his miracles which 
he did on them that were diseased. 
And Jesus went up into a mountain, 
«nd there he sat with his discii^. 
And the i^assover, a feast pf the Jews, 
was nigh. When Jesus then lift 
up h& eyes, and saw a great eomiMuiy 
eome unto him, he saitn unto Philip^ 
Whence shall ws buy bread that these 
may eati (And this he said to prove 
him ; for he himself knew whal he 
would da> Philip answered him, 
Two hundred pennyworth of bread 
is not sufficient for them, that every 
one of them may take a little. One 
of his disciples, Andrew, Simon Pe- 
ter's brother, saith unto him, There 
is a lad here which hath five barley 
loaves, and two small fishes; but 
what are they among so many 1 And 
Jesus salu, Make the men sit down. 
Now there was much grass in the 
place. So the men sat down, in num- 
Ber about five thousand. And Jesub 
took the loaves, and when he had 

S'ven thanJcs, he distributed to the 
sciples, and the discioles to them 
that were set down, ana likewise of 
the fishes as much as they would. 
When they were filled, be said unto 
his disciples, Gather up the fragments 
that remain, that nothing be lost 
Therefore they gathered them toge- 
ther, and filled twelve baskets with 
the Augments of the five barley loaves, 
which remained over and above unto 
them that had eaten. Then those 
men, when they Imd seen the miracle 
that Jesus did, said, This is of a 
truth tliat prophet that eihould come 
into tlio world

place, having obtain^ eternal redemp* 
tion for ua For if the blood of bulls 
and of ^oats, and the ashes of a heifer 
sprinklmg the unclean, sanctifieth to 
tne purimng of tlie fi^h ; bow much 
more shall the blood of Christ, who, 
through the eternal Spibit, offered 
hims^f without spot to God, purge 
your conscience from dead wo»s to 
serve the living God 1 And for this 
cause he is the Mediator of the new 
Testament, that by means of death, 
for the redemption of the tranj^res* 
sions that were under the first l^sta- 
ment, they which are called might 
receive the promise of eternal iim^ 
ritance. 

The Goepel St John viii. 46. 

JESUS said, Which of you con. 
vinceth me of sin t And ifl say the 
tru&, why do ye not believe me 7 He 
that is of God, heareth God's words ; 
ye therefore hear them not, because 
ye are not of God. Then answered 
the Jews, and said unto him, Say we 
not well, that thou art a Samaritan, 
and hast a devil 1 Jesus answered, 
I have not a devii : but I honor my 
Father, and ye do dishonor ine. And 
I seek not mine own glory : Uiere is 
one that seeketh and jnogeuL Terily, 
verily, I say unto you. If a man keep 
mv saying, he shaJl never see death. 
Then said the Jews unto him, Now 
we know that thou hast a devil • 
Abraham is dead, and the prophets ' 
and thou sayest. If a man keep jh^ 
saying, he snail never taste of oeath 
Art mou greater than our father 
Abraham, which is deadi and the 
prophets are dead : whom makeet 
thou thyself? Jesus answered, Ifl 
honor myself my honor is nothing; 
it is my Father that honoreth me, of 
whom ye say, that he is your GoD : 
yet ye have not known him ; but I 
know him : and if I should sar 1 
know him not, I sluill be a liar liko 
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mito joa; bat I know hinii and keep 
hie eaying. Your frtber Abraham 
rejoiced to eee iny day, and be saw it, 
and was glad. Thoa eaid th^ Jews 
uato him, Thoa art not yet fifty years 
old, and hast thou eeen Abraham 1 
JFbsus said mito them, Verily, verily, 
I say mito you, before Abranam was, 
I am. Then tooliythey ua stones to 
Mat at him ; but Jbsub hid himself, 
and went oat of the temple.

¥ant, and was made in the likeness 
of men : and being found in fashion 
as a man, he humbled himself and 
beeame obedient unto death, even the 
death of the cross. Wherefore Goo 
also hath highly exalted him, and 
given him a name which is above 
•very name; that at the name of 
Jbbus every knee should bow, of 
things in heaven, and things in earth, 
and things onder the earth; and that 
atery tongue should confess tl^t 
Jbbus Christ is Lord, to the glory 
of God the Father. 

The OotpO. St Matt zjEvii. 1. 

WHEN the morning was come^ 
all the ehief priesu and elders of the 



peofde took ooonsel against. Jbsub 
to put him to death. Midwhenthey 
Ind bound lum, they led him away, 
and deUvered him to Pontius Pila^ 
the governor. Then Judas, who baa 
betrayed him, when he saw that he 
was condemned, repented himself 
and brought again the thirty pieces 
of silver to the chief priests and elden^ 
saying, I have sinned, in that I have 
betrayed the innocent blood. And 
they said. What is that to usi see 
thou to that, And he cast down the 

S'eces of silver in the temple^ and 
marted, and went and hanged him- 
selt And the chief priests took the 
silver pieces, and sida. It is not law- 
ful for to put them into the treasury, 
because it is the price of blood. And 
th^ took counsel, and bought with 
them the potter's field to bury stran- 
gers in. Wherefore that field was 
called, The fidd of blood, unto this 
day. (Then was fulfilled that which 
was spoken by Jeremy the prophet, 
saying, And they took the thirty 
pieces of silver, the price of him that 
was valued, whom they of the child* 
ren of Israel did value, and gave 
them for the potter's field, as the 
Lord appointed me.) And Jbsub 
stood before the governor ; and the 
governor asked him, saying, Art thoa 
tne king of the Jewel And Jbsub 
said unto him, Thou sayest And 
when he was accused of the shief 
priests and elders, he answered no- 
thing. Then saith Pilate unto him, 
Hearest thou not how many things 
they witness against thee 1 And be 
answered him to never a word, inso- 
much that the governor marvelled 
greatly. Now at that feast the nv 
vemor was wont to release unto Uie 
people a prisoner, whom they would. 
Ana thev had then a notable prisoner, 
called Barabbas. Therefore, when 
thev ware gathered together, Pilate 
said unto them, Whom will ve that 
I release unto youl Barabibas, or 
Jbsub, which is called Christ 1 
For he knew that for envy they had 
d^ivered him. When be was set 
down on the judgment-seat, his wife 
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aeat tmto him, saying, Have thou 
nothing to do with that just man; for 
I have suffered many things this day 
In a dream because of him. But the 
chief priests and elders persuaded the 
multitude that they should ask Barab- 
bas, and destroy Jseus. The go- 
vernor answered and said unto them, 
Whether of die twain will ye that I 
release unto you? They said, Ba- 
rabbas. Pilate saitb unto them, What 
•hall I do then with Jesus, which is 
called Chkist 1 They all say unto 
him, Let him be cruci^ed. And Uie 

remor said, Why, What evil hath 
done? But they cried out the 
more, saying, Let him be crucified. 
When Pilate saw that he could pre- 
vail nothing, but that rather a tumult 
¥ras made^ he took water, and washed 
his hands before the multitude, say- 
ing, I am innocent of the blood of tlus 
tost person : see ye to it Then an- 
swered all the people, and said. His 
blood be on us, and on our children. 
Then released he Barabbes unto 
them: and whoi he had scourged 
Jesus, he delivered him to be cruci- 
fied. Then the soldiers of the go- 
vernor took Jesus into the common- 
hall, and gathered unto him the whole 
band of soldiers. And they stripped 
him, and put on him a scarlet robe. 
And when they had platted a crown 
of thorns, they put it upon liis head, 
and a reed in his right hand; and 
they bowed the knee before him, and 
mocked him, saying. Hail, King of 
the Jews ! And they spit upon him, 
and took the reed and smote him on 
the head. And after that they had 
mocked him, they took the robe off 
from him, and put his own raiment 
on him, and led him away to crucify 
him. And as they came out, they 
found a man of Cyrene, Simon by 
name; him th^ compelled to bear 
his cross. And when tn^ were come 
unto a place called Golgotha, that is 
to say, a place of a skoll, they ^ave 
him vinegar to drink mingled with 
sail ; and when he had tast«i thereof, 
Be would not drink. And they cru- 
cified him, and parted his garments, 



casting iota: that it might be ifdfiU«d, 
which was spoken by the prophet. 
They parted my garments among 
them, |ind upon m^ vesture did tbe]f 
cast lota And sitting down, they 
watched him there ; and set up ov«r 
his head his accusatifm written, THfiS 
IS JESUS THE KING OF THB 
JEWS. Then were there two thieves 
crucified with him, one on tho rvht 
hand, and another on the left Aod 
they that passed by revUed him, wag- 
ging their heads, and saying, Thou 
that destroyest the temple, and build- 
est it in three days, save thyself: if 
then be the Son -of God, come down 
from the cross. Likewise also the 
chief priests, mocking him, with the 
scribes and eldtana, said, He saved 
others, himself he cannot save : if he 
be the King of Israel, let him now 
come down from the cros^ and ws 
will believe him. He trusted in God ; 
let him deliver him, now, if he will 
have him : for he said, I am the Son 
ci God. The thieves aleo which 
were crucified with him, cast the 
same in his teeth. Now from the 
sixth hour there was darkness over 
all the land, unto the ninth hour. 
And about the ninth hour, Jssue 
cried with a loud voice, saying, BK, 
Eli, lama aabaehthanii that is to 
say. My God, my God, why hairt 
thou forsaken me?' Some of them 
that stood there, when th^ heard 
that, said. This nam call^ tor Elia& 
And straightway one of them ran, and 
iock a i^mnge, and filled it with vine- 

Sir, ana put it on a reed, and gave 
m to dnnk. The rest saidj^Let be^ 
let us see wfa^her Elias will come to 
him. Jesus, when he had 



save 



cried agaia with a loud voice, yielded, 
up the ghost And behold, the vafl 
of the temple was rent in twain, from 
the top to the bottom ; and the earUi 
did quake, and the rocks rent ; and 
the graves were opened ; and many 
bodies of saints which slept, aroee^ 
and came out of the graves after his 
resurrection, and went into the holy 
city, and appeared unto many. Now 
when the Centurion, and they thai 
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iwiA. him wstehiiig Jkbus, mw 
Um oartfaqiuke, and tboss things that 
wen done, they feared greatly, aay- 
ii^ Truly this was the Son of God.

7^ GoepeL St Mark xiv. 1. 

AFTER two days was the feast 
ot the Passover, and of unleavened 
bread : and the chief priests and Um 
scribes souffht how they might take 
him by crall, and put nim to death. 
But they said, Not on the feast day, 
lest there be an uproar of the peopla 
And being in Betbaay, in the heM 
of Simon me leper, as he sat at mea^ 
there came a woman having an al^ 
baster box of ointment of spikenard^ 
very precious ; and she brake the baju 
and poured it on his head. And 
there were some that had indignation 
within themselves, and said. Why 
waa thia waste of the ointnent modal 
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tar it might have been sold for more 
dian three hundred pence, and have 
been given to the poor. And they 
murmured against her. AndJBSUS 
said, Let her alone : why trouble ye 
her 1 She hath wrought a good work 
OR me : for ye have the poor with you 
iiwajrs, and whensoever ye will, ye 
may do them good ; but me ye have 
not always. She hath dcme what 
she could ; she is come afi>rehand to 
anoint my body to the burying. Veri- 
ly I say unto you. Wheresoever this 
Gospel shall be preached throughout 
dw whole wwld, this also that she 
hath done shall be spoken of, for a 
n»emprial of her. And Judas Iscariot, 
cue of the twelve, went imto the chi^ 
priests, to betray him unto them. And 
4P^n they heard it, they were glad, 
Ba&d promised to give nim money. 
Ajid he sought how he might conve- 
niently betray him. And tlie first 
day of unleavened bread, when they 
killed the passover, his disciples said 
unto him. Where wilt thou that we 
^ and prepare, that thou mayest eat 
the passover 1 And he sendeth forth 
two of his disciples^ and saith unto 
them. Go ye into the city ,* and there 
shall meet you a man bearing a pitch- 
er of water : follow him. And where- 
■oever he shall go in, say ye to the 
good man of the hous^ llie Master 
iaith, Where is the guest-chamber, 
where I shall eat the passover with 
my disciples 1 And he wiirsliowyou 
a large upper room furnished and 
prepared : tnere make ready for us. 
Ana his disciples went forth, and 
came into the city, and found as he 
had said unto them : and they made 
read;^ the passover. And in the 
evening he cometh with the twelve. 
And as they sat, and did eat, Jebus 
said, Verily I say unto you, one of 
you which eateth with me shall be- 
tray me. And they began to be* sor- 
rowful, and to say unto him one by 
one, Is it n And another said, b 
k I ? And he answered and said unto 
them, It is one of the twelve that dip- 
peth \vith me in the dish. The Son 
•f man indeed goeth, as it is written i 



of him: but wo to that man bjT' 

the Son of man is i)etTayed 1 good 
were it for that man if he had never 
been bom. And aa thejr did eat, 
Jesus took bread, and blesBBd, and 
brake it, and ^ve to them, and aaid, 
Take, eat : tliis is my body. And be 
took the cup, and when ha had givaa 
thanks, he gave it to them : and th^ 
all drank « it And he said nnlo 
them, This is my blood of the new 
testament, which ia 'shed for many. 
Verily I say uhto yon, 1 will drink 
no more of the fruit of the vine until 
that day that I drink it new in the 
kingdom of God. And when thqr' 
had sung a hymn, they went out into 
the mount of Olives. And Jbsvs 
saith unto them. All ye shall be o^ 
fended because of me this night : fiv 
it is written, I will smite the shep- 
herd, and the sheep shall be scat- 
tered. But after that I am risen, 
will go before you into Galilea Bat 
Peter said unto him, AJthoogh all 
shall be offended, yet will not L And 
Jbsus saith unto him, Verily I my 
unto thee, that this day, even in Uua 
night, before the cock crow twiee^ 
thou shalt deny me thrice. But he 
spake the- more vehemently, If 1 
soould die with thee, I will not deny 
thee in auy wise. Likewise also said 
they all. And they came to a place 
which was named Uethsemane : and 
he saith to his disciples, Sit ye here, 
while I i^all pray. And he takctb 
with him Peter, and James, and 
John, and bc^an to be sore amaaed, 
and to be very heavy; and saith unto 
them, My soul is exceeding sorrow- 
fhl imto death: tarry ye here and 
watch. And he went forward a little^ 
and fell on Uie ground, and prayed, 
that, if it were possible, the hoar 
mieht pass fnnn him. Ajid he said, 
AbSe, Father, all things are possible 
unto thee * take away this cup from 
me: nevertheless, not what I will, 
but what thou wilt And he cometh, 
and findeth them sleeping, and saith 
unto Peter, Simon, sleepest thoal 
couldest not thou watch one hoorl 
Watch ye, and pray, lett ye enter

Into temptation; the spirit trulj is 
readj, but the flesh is weak. And 
■gaia he went away, and prayed, and 
i^ake the same words. And when 
he returned, he found them asleep 
again (for dieir eves were heavy) ; 
neither wist they what to answer hnn. 
And he cometh the third timd, and 
with unto them, Sleep on now, and 
take youl* rest : it is enough, the hour 
is^come ; behdd, the Son of man is 
betrayed into the hands of sinners. 
Rise vLj^ let us go ; lo^ he that betray* 
eth-me is at hand. And immediately, 
while he yet spake, cometh Judas, 
one of the twelve, and with him a 
great multitude, with swords and 
staves, from the chief priests, and the 
scribes, and the elders. And he that 
b^rayed him had given them a token, 
saying, Whomsoever I shall kiss, that 
same is he ; take him, and lead him 
away safely. And as soon as he was 
oome, he goeth straightway to him, 
and saith, Master, Master : and kiss- 
ad him. And they laid their hands 
on him, and took hinL And one of 
them that stood by drew a sword, and 
smote a servant bf the hish priest, 
and cut off his ear. And Jesus an- 
swered and said unto them, Are ye 
come out as against a thief, with 
swords and with staves, to take me 1 
I was daily with you in the temple, 
teaching, and ye took me not; out 
fbe Scriptures must be fulfilled. And 
they all forsook him, and fled. And 
there followed him a certain young 
■oan, having a linen cloth cast about 
his naked body ; and the young men 
laid hold on him. And he left the 
linen cloth, and fled from them naked. 
And they led Jesus away to the 
high priest : and with him were as- 
sembled all the chief priests, and the 
coders, and the scribra. And Peter 
followed him afar off, even into the 
palace of the high priest : and he sat 
with the servants, and warmed him- 
self at the fire. And the chief priests, 
and all the council, sought for witness 
against Jesus to put him to death; 
and found none. (For many hue 
ftba wiUMSB against him, but tbear 



witness agreed not toeether.) And 
there arose certain, and tare false wit- 
ness against him, saying. We heard 
him say, I will destroy this temple 
that is made with hands, and within 
three days I will build another made 
without hands. But neither so did 
their witness agree together. And 
the high priest stood up in the midM, 
and askea Jesus, saving, Answerest 
thou nothing 1 what is ii which these 
witness afainst thee 1 But he held his 
peace, and answered no^ung. Again 
the hieh priest asked him, and said 
unto mm.

•f death. And some began to spit on 
him, and to cover his face, and to 
bnifet him, and to say unto him. Pro* 
phesy. And the servants did strike 
him with the palms of their hands. 
And as Peter was beneath in the pa> 
lace, there cometh one of the maids ot 
the high priest ; and when she saw 
Peter warming himself, she looked 
upon him, aira said, Ajid thou also 
wast with Jesus of Nazareth. But 
he denied, s^ing, I know not, neither 
understand I what thou sayest And 
he went out into the porch ; and the 
cock crew. And a maid saw him 
again, and began to say to them that 
stood by, This is one of them.

JVr tkfi EpiatlA. Isaiah L 5. 

THE Lord GOohath opened mine 
ear, and I was not rebellious, neither 
turned away back. I eaire my beck 
to the smiters, and my ehetks to them 
that plucked off the hair : 1 hid not 
xof ia«e from diame and spitting. 
Fm- the Lord God will help me, 
therefore shall I not be confounded ; 
therefore have I set my &ce like a 
flint, and I know.^t 1 ahaH not be 
ashamed. He is near that justifieth 
me ; who will contend with me"? let 
us stand together ; who is mine ad- 
T«rsary 1 let him come near to me. 
Behold, the Lord God will hdp me ; 
who is he that shall condemn met 
Lo^ they all sAiall wax old as a gar- 
ment : the moth shall eat them up. 
Who is among yon that feareth the 
Lord, that orayeth the voice of his 
servant, that walketh in darknera, 
and haUi no light 1 let him trust in 
the name of the Lord, and stay upon 
his God. Behold, all ye that Kindle 
a fire^ that compass^ yourselves about 
with sparks; walk in the light of 
your fire, and in the sparks thieit ye 
Aave kindled. This shall ye have 
f£ mine hand, ye shall lie down in 
sorrow. 

Tke Gospel. St. Mark xv. 1. 

AND straightway in the m(»iiing, 
the chief priests hdid a consultation 
with the elders and scribes, and the 
whole council, and bound Jesus, and 
carried him away, and delivered him 
to Pilate. And Pilate asked him. Art 
thou the king of the Jews 1 And he 
answering said unto him, Thou say- 
estit And the chief priests accused 
him of many things : but be answer- 
ed nothing. And Pilate asked him 
again, saying, Answerest tliou no- 
thing 7 behold how many things they 
Witness against thee. But Jesus 
yet answered nothing : so that Pilate 
marvelled. Now at tliat feast ho re- 
leased unto them one prisoner, whom- 
soever they desired. And there was 
one ncimed Barabbas, which lay bound 
Vnth them that had made insurrection 



with him, who had committed marder 
in the insurrection. And the multi- 
tude^ crying aloud, began to desirs 
him to do as he had ever done unto 
them. But Pilate answered them, 
sajdng, Will ye that I release unts 
you the King of the Jews 1 (For he 
knew that tlie chief priests had deli* 
yered him for envy.) But the chief 
priests moved the people, that be 
should rather release BareJ>ba8 unto 
them. And Pilate answered, and said 
again unto them, What will ye then 
that I shall do imto him whom ye call 
the King of the Jews^ And they 
cried out a£^ain, Crucify him. Then 
Pilate said unto them, Why, what 
evil bath he donel And they cried 
out the more exceedingly, Crucify 
him. And so Pilate, wiUmff to con* 
tent the people, released narabbeE 
unto them; and delivered Jesus, 
when he had scourged him, to be 
crucified. And the soldiers led him 
away into the hall, called Prffitorium ; 
«ind they called together the whole 
band. And tliey dothed him with 
purple, and platted a crown of thorns^ 
and pat it about his head, and began 
to salute him, Hail, King of the Jews. 
And they smote h^m on me head with 
a reed, and did spit upon him, and 
bowing their knees worshipned hiniL 
And wsen they had mocked nim they 
took off the purple from him, and ^ 
his own clothes on him, and led him 
out to cracify him. And they com- 
pel one Simon, a Cyrenian, who pass- 
ed by, coming out of the country, the 
father of Alexander and Rufus, to 
bear his cross. And they bring him 
unto the place Golgotha, which is, 
being interpreted, the place of a skrolL 
And they gave him to drinC wise 
mingled witn m3n:rh ; but he received 
it not. And when they had crucified 
him, they parted his garments, cast- 
ing lots upon them, wliat every man 
should take. And it was the third 
hour, and they crucified him. And 
the superscription of his accusation 
was written over, THE KING OP 
THE JEWS. And with him thcjr 
cnicify two thieves ; the one on his- 
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right hand, and the other on his left. 
And theScripture was fulfilled, which 
nith, And he was numbered with the 
transgressors. And they that passed 
by railed on him, wagging their 
heacli, and saying, Ah, thou that de- 
■tioyest the tempte, and kuildest it in 
three days, sare thyself, and come 
down from the cross. Likewise also 
tbs chief priests mocking, said among 
themselves, with the scribes, He saved 
others, himself he cannot sava Let 
Christ the King of Israel descend 
now from the cross, that we may see 
mad believe. And they that were 
erocified with him revilea him. And 
when the sixth hour was come, there 
was darkn^ over the whole land, 
until the ninth hour. And at the 
ninth hour, Jssus cried with a loud 
▼oice, saying, Eloij Eloi, lama «a- 
kaehihani? which is, being interpret- 
ed. My God, my Go^, why hast thou 
forsaken met And some of them that 
stood by, when they heard it, sud. 
Behold, he calleth "blias. And one 
rati and filled a sponge fiill of vine- 
ffar, and f>ut it on a reed, and gave 
aim to drink, saying, Let alone ; let 
us see whethier Cilias will come to 
take him down. And jJbsits cried 
with a loud voice, and gave up the 
ghosL And the vail of the temple 
was rent in twain, from the top to the 
bottom. And when tlie Centurion, 
which stood over against him, saw 
that he so cried out, and gave up the 
host, he said, Trudy this man was 
Son of God. 
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The Epistle. Heb. ix. 16. 

WHERE a testament is, there 
must also of necessity be the death of 
the testator: for a testament is of 
force after men are dead ; otherwise 
it is of no Btrcngtn at all, whilst the 
testator liveUL w'hereupon, neither 
the first testament was dedicated with- 
out blood. For when Moses had 
spoken every precept to all the people, 
according to the law, he took tlie blood 
of calves and of goats, with water, aad 



scarlet wool, and hysai^ and sprin- 
kled both the book, «id aU the peopl^ 
sayiqg. This is the blood of the testa- 
meut which*GoD Lath enjoined unto 
you. Moreover, he sprinkled like- 
wise with blood both tne tabernacle^ 
and all the vessels of the ministry. 
And almost all things are by the law 

Surged with blood ; and without shdd- 
ing of blood is no remission. * It waf 
therefore necessary that tho pattei-ns 
of things in the heavens should be 
purified with these ; but the heavenly 
things themselves witli better sacri- . 
fices than these. For Christ is not 
entered into the holy places made with 
hands, which are the figures of the 
true ; but into heaven itselfj now to 
appear in the presence of God for us : 
nor yet that he should offer himself 
often, as the high priest entereth into 
the holy place every year with blood 
of others : (for then must he ofien 
have suffered since the foundation ef 
the world,) but now once, in the end 
of the world, hath he appeared to put 
away sin by the sacrifice of himself. 
And as it is appointed unto men once 
to die. but afler this the judgment : so 
ChbiSt vras once offered to bear the 
sins of many ; and unto them that 
look for him uiall he appear the second 
time, without sin, unto salvation. 

7%e GoapeL St Luke xzii. 1. 

NOW the feast of unleavened 
bread drew nigh, which is called the 
Passover. And the chief priests and 
scribes sought how they might kill 
him ; for they feared the peopla Then 
entered Satan into Judas, surnamed 
Iscariot, being of the number of the 
twelva And he went his way, and 
communed with the chief priests and 
captains how he might betray him 
unto them. And they were glad, and 
covenanted to give him money. And 
he promised, and sought opportunity 
to betray him unto them m the ab- 
sence of the multitude. Then came 
the day of unleavened bread, when the 
passover must be killed. And he sent 
Peter and John, saying, Go, and pre- 
pare us the passover, that we may eat 
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And they said imto lun, Where wilt 
thou that we prmjare 1 And he said 
vnto theon Behold, wh^ ye are en- 
tered into the city, there sliall a man 
meet you bearing a pitcher of water ; 
follow him into the house where he 
entereth in. And ye shall say unto 
tlie good man of the house, The Mas- 
ter swith unto thee, Wliere is the 
gaest-ehamber, where I shall eat the 
passover with my disciples 1 And he 
shall show you a laige upper room 
furnished : there make reaay. And 
they went and found as he nad said 
unto them ; and th^y made ready the 
passoyer. And when the hour was 
oeme, he sat down, and the twelve 
apostles with him. And he said 
unto them, with desire I have desired 
to eat this passover with you before I 
flo^r. For I say unto you, I will 
not any more eat thereof, until It be 
fulfilled in the kingdom of G o d. And 
he took the cup, and gave thanks, and 
fiaid, Take this, and divide it among 
yourselves. For I say unto you, I 
will not drink of the fruit of the vine, 
until the kingdom of God shall come. 
And he took oread, and gave thanks. 



and brake it, and gave unto them, say 
ing. This is my wdy, which is given 
for you : this do in remembrance of 
me. Likewise also the cup after sup- 
per, saying. This cup is the new tes- 
tament in my blood, which is shed for 
you. But behold, the hand of him 
that betrayeth me is with me oji the 
table. And truly the Son of man go- 
eth as it was determined; but wo 
unto that man by whom he is be- 
trayed! And they began to inquire 
amon^ themselves, which of them it 
was mat should do this thing. And 
there was also a strife among them, 
which of them should be accounted 
the greatest And he said unto them, 
The kings of the Gentiles exercise 
lordship over them ; and they that ex- 
ercise authority upon them are called 
benefactors. But ye shall not be so : 
but he that is greatest among you, let 
him be as the younger; and he that 
is chieij as he that doth serve. For 
whether is greater, he that sitteth at 



I meat, or he that senrethl is not he 
that sitteth at meat 1 But I am amoof^ 
you as he that serveth. Ye are th^ 
which have continued with me in n^ 
temptations. And I appoint unto yoo 
a kmgdom, as my Father hath ap- 
pointed vito me : that ye may eat and 
drink at my table in my kingdom, and 
sit on thrones, judgmg the twelve 
tribes of Israel. And uie Lord said, 
Simon, Simon, behold, Satan hath de* 
sired to have you, that he may nft 
you as wheat : but I have prayed for 
thee, that thy ftfith fail not ; and when 
thou art converted, strengthen thy 
brethren. And he said unto him. 
Lord, I am ready to go with thee 
both into prison and to death. And 
he said, I tell thee, Peter, theeodc 
shall not crow this day, before that 
thou shalt thrice deny that thou know- 
est me. And he said unto them. When 
I sent you without purse, and scrip, 
and shoes, lacked ye anv thing 1 And 
they said. Nothing, l^hen said he 
unto them, But now he. that hatha 

Eurse, let him take it, and likewiae 
is scrip : and he that hath no swerc^ 
let him sell his garment, and buy one. 
For I say imto you, that this that is 
written must yet be accomplished in 
m^ And he was reckoned ammig the 
transgressors : for tlie things concern- 
ing me have an end. And they said, 
Lord, behold, here are two swordsi 
And he said unto them, It is enough. 
And he came out, and went, as he was 
wont, to the mount of Olives ; and 
his disciples also followed him. And 
when he was at the place, he said 
unto them. Pray that ye entor not 
into temptation. And he was with- 
drawn from them about a stone's cast, 
and kneeled down, and prayed, say* 
ing, Father, if thou be willing, ro« 
move this cup from me : neverthe* 
less, not my will, but thine be done. 
And there appeared an an^el unto 
him from heaven, strengthenmg him. 
And being in an agony, he prayed 
more earnestly; and his sweat was 
as it were great drops of blood falling 
down to the ground. And when be 
rose up from prayer, and was come to 
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his <UacipIea^ he ibund them sleeping 
for sorrow ; and said unto them, Why 
Bleep ye 1 rise and prav, lest ye enter 
into temptation. Anu while he yet 
■pake, behold, a multitude, and he 
that was called Judas, one of the 
twelve, went before them, and drew 
near unto Jssus to kiss him. But 
Jesus said unto liim, Judas, betray- 
est thou the Son of man with a kissi 
When tliey which were about him 
■aw what would follow, they said 
unto him. Lord, shall we smite with 
the sword 7 and one of them smote 
tke servant of the high priest, and cut 
off his right ear. And Jesus an- 
fiwered and said, Suffer ye thus far. 
And he touched his ear, and healed 
him. Then Jesus saiA unto the chief 
priests and captains of the temple, 
and the elders which were come to 
him, Be ye come out as against a 
thief, with swor^ and staves? 
When I was daily with you in the 
temple, ye stretched forth no hands 
ngamst me: but this is your hour, 
and the power of darkness. Then 
took they him, and led him, and 
brought him into the high priest's 
boose. And Peter followed afar off. 
And when they had kindled a firo 
in the midst of the hall, and were 
set down togetlier, Peter sat down 
amons them. But a certain maid 
behetd him, as he sat by the fire, and 
earnestly looked upon him, and said, 
Tiiis man was also with him. And 
he denied him, saying. Woman, I 
know him nut And after a little 
while another saw him, and said, 
Thou art also of them. And Peter 
said, Man, I am not. And about tlie 
•pace of one liour afler, another con- 
ndenily athrmed, saying, Of a trudi, 
this fetluw also was with him ; for he 
is a Galilean. And Peter said, Man, 
I know not what thou sayest. And 
immediately, while he vet spake, the 
cock crew. And the tx>rd turned, 
and looked upon Peter ; and Peter re- 
membered the word of the Lord,, how 
he liad said unto him, Betbrc the 
cock crow, tlM>u shall deny mc thrice. 
And Peter went out and wept bitterly 
6* 



And the men thatheld Jbscb, mocked 
him, and smote him. And when they 
had blindfolded him, they struck him 
on tho facc^ and asked Mm, saying. 
Prophesy, who is it that smote thee 1 
And manv oUier things blasphem- 
ously spake tftey against him. And, 
as soon as it was (my, the elders of 
flie people, and the chief priests, and 
the scnb^ came together, and led 
him 'into their council, viying, Art 
thou the Cluistl Tell us. And he 
said onto them, If I tell you, yttwill 
not believe : and if 1 also ask you, 
ye will not answer me, nor let me go. 
Hereafler shall the Son of man sit tm 
the right hand of the power of Goo. 
Then said they all. Art thou then the 
Son of GoDi And he said unto 
them. Ye say that 1 am. And they 
said, What need we any further wit- 
ness 7 for we ourselves have heard of 
his own mouth. 
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The Epistle. 1 Cor. xi. 17. 

IN this that I declare unto you, I 
praise you not; that you come to- 
gether not for the better, but for the 
worse. For first of all, wnein ye 
come together in the Church, I hear 
that there be divisions among you; 
and I partly believe it For there 
most btt also heresies among 3rou, that 
they which are approved may be 
made manifest amoi^ you. When 
ye come together therefore into one 
place, this is not to eat the Lord's 
Supper. For, in eating, every one 
toketh before other his own supper : 
and one is hungry, and another is 
drunken. What, have ye not houses 
to cat and to drinJt in 1 or despise ye 
the Church of God and shame them 
tliat have not 1 What shall I say to 
you 1 shall I praise you in tliis 7 I 
praise you not For I have received 
of the Lord that which also I deli- 
vered unto you, That the Ix)rd Jb« 
sus, tlie same night in which he was 
betraypd, took bread; and when he 
bad giten thanks, ho brake it and 
said, Take, cut; this is my body 
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which is broken for yon ; this do in 
remembrance of me. Afler the same 
manner also he took the cup, when he 
had supped, sa^png, This cup is the 
new testament in my blood ; this do 
ye. as oft as ye drink it, in re- 
membrance of me. For as often as 
ye eat this bread, and drink this cwa, 
ye do show the Lobd'b death till ne 
come. Wherefore, whosoever shall 
eat this biead, and drink this cup of 
the LoBD unworthily, shall be guilty 
of the body and blood of the Lobd. 
But let a man eicamine himself and 
so let him eat of that bread, and drink 
of that cup. For he that eateth and 
drinketh unworthily, eateth and 
drinketli damnation to himself, not 
discerning the Lord's body. For 
this cause many are weak and si^Jdy 
among you, and many sleep. For if 
we would judge ourselves, we should 
not be judged. But when we are 
judged, we are ch^tened of the 
Lobd, that we should not be con- 
demned with the world. Where- 
fore, my brethren, when ye come 
together to eat, tarry one for ano- 
ther. And if any man hunger, let 
him eat at home ; that ye come not 
t(^cther unto condemnation. And the 
rest will I set in order when I come. 

The Gospel St Luke xxiii. 1. 

THB t^hole multitude of them 
arose, and led him unto Pilate. And 
they began to accuse him, saying, 
We fueind this fellow per\'erting the 
nation, and forbidding to give ti-ibittc 
to Csraar, saying, that he himself is 
Grbist a king. And Pilate asked 
him, saying, Art thou the King of the 
Jews 7 And he answered him, and 
said, Thou sayest it Tiien said Pi- 
late to the chief priests and to the peo- 
ple, I find no fault in this man. And 
they were the more fierce, saying, 
He stirreth up the people, teaching 
throughout all Jewry, be^nning from 
Gralilee to this place. Wlien Pilalc 
heard of Galilee, he asked whether 
the man were a Gdlilean. And as 
simn as he knew that he belonged un-, 
to Herod's jurisdiction^ he sent liimto 



Herod, who himself was also at Je- 
rusalem at tliat time. And when He* 
rod saw Jseus, he was exceeding 
glad ; for he was desirous to ese him 
of a long seascm, because he had hes^ 
many tnings of him ; and he hoped 
to liave seen some miracle done by 
him. Then he questioned with him 
in many words ; but he answered him 
nothing. And the chief priests and 
scribes stood and vehemently accused 
him. And Herod witli his men of 
war set him at nought, and mocked 
him, and arrayed hrm in a gorgeoue 
robe, and sent him again to Pilate. 
And the same day Pimte and Herod 
were made friends tt^ether ; for be 
fore, they w^e at enmity between 
themselves. And Pilate, when he 
had called tt^ether the chief priests, 
and the rulers, and the people, said 
unto them, Ye have brought this man 
unto me, as one that perverteth tlie 
people: and behold, 1, having exa- 
mined him before you, havo found no 
fault in this man, touching those 
things whereof ye accuse him : no, 
nor yet Herod : for I sent yon to him ; 
and lo, nothing worthv of death ia 
done unto him. I will tnerefoi'e chas- 
tise him, and release him. (For of 
necessity he must release one unto 
them at the feast) And they cried 
out aH at once, saying. Away with 
this man, and release unto us iBarab- 
bas ; (who for a certain sedition made 
in the city, and for murder, was cast 
into prison.) Pilate, therefore, will- 
ing to release Jesus, spake again to 
them. But they cried, saying. Cru- 
cify him, crucify him. And he said 
unto them the third time. Why, what 
evil hath he done 7 I have found no 
cause of death in him : I will tkei^^- 
fore chastise him, and let him go. 
And they were instant with loud 
voices, requiring that he might lie 
crucified: and the voices of thoin, 
and of the chief priests, prevail**!. 
And Pilate gave sentence tluit it 
should be as tliey reouinxi. ApU l.e 
released unto them him liisit for sedi- 
tion and murder was cast into prison 
whom they had dcsii-od : but he dtll 
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vend Jesus to their will. And as 
they led him away, they laid bold 
i^xm one Simon, a Cyreman, coming 
out of the country, and on bim they 
laid the croae, that he might bear it 
«fter Jssus. And there followed him 
ft great company of people, and of 
women, who also bewailed and la- 
mented him. But Jesus turning 
onto them, said, Daughters of Jeru- 
salem, weep not for me, but weep for 
yourselves, and £^r your ebiloren. 
For behold, the days are coming, in 
the which Uiey shall say, BJcssed are 
the barren, and the wombs that never 
bare, and the paps which never- gave 
suck. Then shall they begin to say 
to the mountains, Pall on us ; and to 
the bills, Cover u& For if they do 
these things in a green tree, what 
shall be done in the dry 1 And there 
were also two other, malefiictors, led 
with him to be put to death. And when 
they were come to the place which is 
called Calvary, there they crucified 
him and the malefttctors; one on the 
right h&nd, and the other on the left. 
Then said Jesus, Father, foi^ve 
them, for they know not what they do. 
And they parted his raiment, and 
cast lots. And the people stood be- 
holding: and the rulers also with 
them derided him, saying. He saved 
others ; let him save nimself^ if he be 
C HEIST the chosen of God. And the 
soldiers also mocked him, coming to 
him, and offering him vinegar, and 
saying. If tliou ho the King of the 
Jews, save thysdf. And a super- 
scription also was written over nim 
in letters of Greek, and I^tin, and 
Hebrew, THIS IS THE KING OP 
THE JEWS. And one of the male- 
factors, whirJi were hanged, railed on 
him, saying, If thou oe Gheist, 
save thjself and us. But the other 
answering, rebuked him, 8a3ring, 
Dost not thou fear God, seeing thou 
art in the same condemnation 1 And 
we indeed justly ; for wb receive the 
due reward of our deeds : but this man 
liath done nntning nmiss. And he 
said unto Jesus, l/ord, remember 
me when thou comest into tliy king- 



dom. And Jesus said unto him, 
Verily 1 say unto thee. To-day shalt 
thou be with me in Paradise. And 
it was about the sixth hour, and there 
was darkness over all the earth until 
the ninth hour. And the sun was 
darkened, and tfie vail of the tempis 
was rent in the midst And when 
Jesus had cried witli a loud voice, he 
said, Father, into thy hands I com- 
mend my spirit : and having said thus, 
he gave up tlie ghost Now when the 
Centurion saw what was done, ha 
glorified God, saying. Certainly this 
was a righteous man. And all the 
people that came tt^ther to that 
sight, beholding the things that were 
done, smote ueir breasts and re> 
turned. And all his acquaintance, 
and the women that followed him 
from Galilee, stood afar off, beholding 
these things.

But Jksus gave him no 
answer. Then saith Pilate unto him, 
Speakest thou not unto me 1 Know- 
eat thou not that I have power to cru- 
cify thee, and have power to release 
theel JjBsus answered, Thou could> 
est have no power at all against me, 
except it were given thee from above ; 
therefore he toat delivered me unto 
thee hath the ^eater sin. And from 
thenceforth Pilate sought to release 
him ; but the Jews cried out, saying, 
If thou let this man go^ thorn art not 
Caesar's friend: whosoever maketh 
Iiisoself a king, speaketh against 
CsBsar. When Pilate therefore heard 
that saying, he brought Jesus forth, 
and sat down in the judgment-seat, 
in a place that is caUed the Pave> 
ment, but in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. 
And it was the preparadon of the 
passover, and about the sixth hour : 
and he saith unto the Jew^ Behold 
your King. But they cried out, Away 
with him, away with him, crucify him. 
Pilate saith unto them, Shall 1 crucify 
your King? The chief priests answer- 
ed. We have no king but Gsesar. Then 
delivered he him therefore unto them 
to be crucified : and they took Jbsus, 
and led him awa]|r. And ne, bearing his 
cross, went forth into a place caUed the 
cAaoe cf a skull, which is called in the 
Hebrew Golgotha ; where th^ cru- 
cified him, and two others with him, 
on fliUier side (Hie, and Jseus in the 
midsL And Pilate wrote a title, and put 
it on the cross ; and the writing was 

JESUS OP nazarethTthe 

KING OF THE JEWS. ThistiUe 
then read many of the Jews ; fi)r the 
place where Jssus was crucified was 
nigh to the city; and it was written 
in Hebrew, and Greek, and Latin. 
Then said the chief priests of the 
Jews to Pilate, Write not, The King 
of the Jews ; but that he said, I am 
King of the Jews. Pilate answered, 
WfaAt 1 have written, I have written. 



Then theeoidiert, when they bad 
crucified Jbsus, took, his garments, 
(and made four parts, to eveiy soldier 
a part) and also hiis coat: now the 
coat was without seam, woven finam 
the top throughout. They said there> 
Core among memselves, Ijet us net 
read it, but cast lots for it, whose it 
shalhbe : that the Scripture might be 
fulfilled, which saith, They parted 
my raiment among them, and for my 
vesture they did cast lots. These 
things therefore the soldiers did. Now 
there stood bv the cross of Jbbus, hie 
mother, and nis mother's sister, Mary 
the wife of Cleophas, and Mary Mag- 
dalene. When Jesus, therefore, saw 
his mother, and the disciple standing 
by whom he loved, he saith unto hie 
mother. Woman, behold thy son. 
Then saitli he to the disciple, Behokl 
thy mother. And from that hour that 
disciple took her unto his own home. 
Afier this, Jesus knowing that all 
thii^ were now accompli^ed, that 
the Scripture might be fmlUled, saith, 
I thirst Now there was set a ves- 
sel full of vinegar: and Uiey filled 
a sponge with vinegar, and put ic 
upon hyssop^ and put it to his month. 
When Jbsus, therefore, had received 
the vinegar, he said, It is finished : 
and he bowed his head, and save up 
the ghost The Jews, therefore, be- 
cause it was the preparation, that the 
bodke should not remain upon llie 
cross on the sabbath-day, (for tnat sab- 
bath-dav was a high day) besought 
Pilate that their legs might be brok 
en, and that they might be taken 
away. Then came the soldiers uid 
brake the legs of the first, and of the 
other which was crucified with him. 
But when they came to Jesus, and 
saw that he was dead already, they 
brake not his lega But one of the 
soldiers with a spear pierced his side, 
and fiuth with came thereout blood and 
water. And he that saw it bare record, 
and his record is true : and he know- 
eth that he saith true, that ye might 
believe. For these things were done, 
that the Scripture sheulS be fulfilled, 
A bone of him shall not be broken. 
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AmA agaiin another Scripture saiU^ 
They shall look on him whom they

For Daviti, after he had served his 
own generation, by the will of God, 
fell oa sleea and was laid unto his 
iaihefli, aud saw corruption : but he, 
whom Goo raised again, saw no 
corrupticm. Be it known unto you 
tlierefore, men and brethren, that 
through this man is preached unto 
vou the forgiveness of sins : and by 
him oil that believe are justified from 
all things, from which ve could not 
be jusiiued by tlie law ot Moses. Be- 
ware, therefore, lest that come upon 
you which is spoken of in the pro- 

Shets, Behold, yo despisers, and won- 
ier, and perisn : for 1 work a work 
in vour aays, a work which vou 
■ball in no wise believe, thougu a 
man declare it unto you. 

The GoapeL St Luke zxiv. 36.

be unto you. Bm they were terrified 
and affrighted, and supposed that they 
had seen a spirit. And he said unto

a spint hath not flesh and bones, as 
ye sec me have. And when he had 
thus spoken, he showed them his 
hands and his feet.

Nicode< 
mus answered and said unto him, 
How can these things be? Jssus an* 
swered and said unto him, Art thoa 
a roaster of brael, and knowest not 
tliese things 1 Verily, verily, I say 
unto thee, we speak that we do know, 
and testify that we have seen ; and ye 
receive not our witness. If I have 
told yoi^ earthly things, and ye be- 
lieve not ; how shall ye believe, if I 
tell you of heavenly tnings ? And no 
man hath ascended up to heaven, 
but he that came down from heaven, 
even the Son of man, who is in hea> 
yen. And as Moses lifited up the 
serpent in the wilderness, even sc 
must the Son of man be lifled up ; 
that whosoever believeth in hum 
should not perish, but have eternal 
life.

IT came to pass, that as the people 
prased upou nim to hear the word 
oAbD, he stood by the lake of Gcn- 
nesaret, and saw two ships standing 
by the lake ; but the fishermen were 
0one out of diem, and were washing 
uieir nets. And be entered into one 
of the ships, which was Simon's, and 
prayed liim that he would thrust out 
a little from the land: and he sat 
down and taught the people out of 
the ship. Now, when he had left 
speaking, he said unto Simon, Launch 
out into the deep, and let down your 
nets for a draught And Simon an- 
swering, said unto him, Master^ we 
have toiled all the nisbt, and have 
taken nothing; nevertheless, at thy 
word I will let down the net And 
when they had this done, they en- 
sloted a great multitude of fishes, and 
their net brake. And they beckoned 
vnto their partners which wore in 
tbe other ship, that they should dome 
and help them. And they eame, and 
filled botli the ships ; so that they be- 
gan to sink. When Simon Peter saw

it, he fell down nt Jesus' knees, say- 
ing. Depart fhxn me, for I am a sin- 
fuf man, O Lord. For he was asto- 
nished, and all tliat were with him, at 
the draught of the fishes which they 
had taken; and so was also James 
and Jolm the sons of Zebedee^ which 
were partners vnth Simon. And Je- 
sus said unto Simon, Fear not ; from 
henceforth thou shak catch men. 
And when they had brought their 
ships to land, they forsook aB and fo - 
lowed him.

KNOW ^e not tPiat so many of us 
aa were bajpuzed into Jebus Christ, 
vfkrc baptized into his death 1 There- 
fore we are buried with him by bap 
tism into.death ; that like as Christ 
was raised up from the dead by the 
glory of tlie Father, even so we also 
should walk in. newness of life. For 
if we hove been planted together in 
the likeness of his death, we sliall be 
also in the likeness of his resurrec- 
tion : knowing tiiis, tliat our old man 
is crucified with him, that the body 
of sin might be destroyed, that hence- 
forth we' should not serve sin. For 
he tliat is dead, is freed from ein« 
Now, if we be dead with Christ, 
we believe tiiat we slioll also live with 
him, knowing that Christ being 
raised from the dead, dieth no more ;

him. For in tliat he died, he died 
unto sin once ; but in tliat he liveth, 
he ilveth unto God.

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The OotpeL St Matt v. 20. 

JESUS said unto his disciples, Bz- 
oept yoor rigliteoosness shall exceed 
the righteousness of the Scribes and 
PhariseeSj ye shall in no case enter 
into thei kingdom of heaven. Ye 
have heard that it was said by them 
of old time, Thou shalt not kill ; and 
whosoever shall kill, shall be in dan- 
ger of the judgment But I say unto 
Jou, that whosoever is angry with 
is brother without n cause, snail be 
in danger of the judgment : and who- 
soever shall say to Qis brother, Raca, 
■hall be in daqser of the council : 
but whosoever shall say, Thou fool, 
■hall be in dan|^r of hellfire. There- 
Ibre, if thou bring thy gift to the altar, 
mnd there rememberett thuf thy bro- 
timr hath aught against thee, leave 
th^re Uiy gift oefore the altar, and go 
thy way, first be reconciled to thy 
brother, and then come and offer thy 
gift. Agree with thine adversary 
quickly, whiles thou art in the way 
with him ; lest at any time the adver- 
sary dehver thee to the judge, and 
the judge deliver thee to the officer, 
and thou bo cast into prison. Veri^ 
I say unto thee, thou shalt by no 
means come out thence, till thou hast 
paid the uttermost farthicg.

For 
when ye were the servants of sin, ye 



were free from righteoumess. What 
fruit had ye then in those thinss, 
whereof yo are now ashamed 1 for Uht 
end of those things is death. But 
now being made free firom sin, and 
become servants to God, ye have 
your fruit unto holiness, and the end 
everlasting life. For the wages oi 
sin is deaui : but the gift of GrOD is 
eternal life^ through Jbbub Chbibt 
our Lord.

sand. Neither let us tempt Chb isT, 
as some of tliem also tempted, and 
were destroyed of serpenis. Neither 
murmur ye, as some of them also 
murmured, and were destroyed of the 
destroyer. Now all these things hap- 
pened unto them for ensamples : and 
they are written for our aomonition, 
upon whom the ends of the world are 
come. Wherefore let him that tliink- 
eth he standeth, take heed lost he fall 
There hath no temptation taken you, 
but such as is common to man : but 
God is faithful, who will not suffer 
you to be tempted above that ye are 
able ; but will ^vith the temptation aJso 
make a way to escape that ye nmy 
be able to bear it 

The Chapel. St Luke zri 1. 

JESUStsaid unto his disciplei^ 
There was a certain rich man whe 
had a steward ; and the same was ac- 
cused unio him, that he had wasted his 
goods. And he called him, and said 
unto him. How is it that I hear this of 
thee 7 Give an account of thy stew- 
ardship ; tar thou mayest be eo longer 
steward. Then the steward said 
within himself. What shall 1 do? for 
my lord taketh away focm cie the 
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gtewardahip I cannot dig ; to beg I 
■m ashamed. I am reflolved what^o 
do^ that when I am pot out of the 
stewardship, they may receive me 
into their nouses. So he called every 
one of his lord's ddators unto him, um 
said unto the first, How much owest 
thou unto my lord 1 And he said, A 
hundred measures of oil.

Then 
said he to another, And liow much 
owQst thou? And he said, A hundred 
measures of wheat And he said 
unto him. Take thy bill, and write 
fourscore. And the lord commended 
the unjust steward, because he had 
done wisely : ibr the children of this 
worid are in their generation wiser 
than the children of light And I saY 
unto you, make to vcMirselves friends 
of the mammon of unrighteousness; 
that when ye fiul, they may receive 
you into everlasting hwitataons.

JESUS, departing firom the coesbi 
of Tyre and Sidon, came onto the sea 
of Galilee, throuffh the midst of the 
coasts of Decapmis, and they brinB 
onto him ime that was deaf, and had 
an impediment In his speech ) tad 
they beseech him to pot his hand 
upon him. And he took hum asida 
finom the vniliitiide^ and put his fin- 
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gjtt* iolo hia ears, and hie amt, and 
looched hia tongue; and looking up 
to heaven, he ttghed, and aaith onto 
him, Ep/tphathOt that is, he opened. 
And atraigUtwa^ hia eara jxrere open- 
ed, and the stnng of hia tongue waa 
loosed, and he apake plain. And he 
charged them ttwt they should tell no 
man . but the more he charged them, 
BO much the more a great deal they 
published it ; and were beyond mea- 
sure astonished, saying, He hath 
done all thinss well ; he maketh both 
the deaf to bear, and the dumb to 
speak.

have been by the law. Bttt thB 
Scripture hatb concluded all under 
sin, that the promise, by faith of 
Jesus Christ, might w given to 
them that believe. 

The Gospel St Luke x. 23. 

BLESSED are the eyes which see 
the things that ye see : for I tell yo«^ 
that many prophets and kinss hsw 
desired to see tnoee thingi} wnich ye 
see, and have not seen them ; and tn 
beat those things which ve hear, and 
have not heard them.

Then the lord of that servant was 
moved with compassion, and loosed 
him, and forgave him the debt But 
tlie same servant went out, and found 
one of his fellow-servants, who owed 
him a hundred pence; and he laid 
hands on him, and took him by the 
throat, saying, Pay me that thou 
owest And his fellow-servant fell 
down at his feet, and besought him, 
saying, Have patience with me, and 
I will pay tliee all. And lie woold 
not; bot went and cast him into pri* 
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aon, till be should pay the debt So 
iriiben hi« fellow-aarvaflts iaw what 
was done, |hey were vei^ sony, and 
came aod told unto their lord «1 that 
vnB done^ Then his lor(^ afler that 
he had called hkn, said unto him, O

And Saul arose from 
the earth ; and when his eyes were 
opened, he saw no man : but they 
led him by the hand, and broug.it 
him into Damascus. And he was 
three days without sight and neither 
did eat nor drink. And th^re was a 
certain disciple at Damascus, named 
Ananias, and to him said the Lord 
in a vision, Ananias : And he said. 
Behold, I am here, Lord. And the 
Lord said urto him, Arise, and £ro 
into the street which is called Stnigiiw 
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and inqnire in the house of Judas for 
one called Suul, of Tamis: for be- 
bolo, he prayeth, and hath seen in a 
vision a man named Ananias, coming 
in, and putting his hand on him, that 
he might receive his sight Then 
Ananias answered, Lord) I have 
heard by many of this man, how 
much evil he hath done to thy saints 
at Jerusalem : and here he hath au- 
thority from the chief priests to bind 
all that call on thy name. But the 
Lord said unto him, go thy way; 
lor he is a chosen vessel unto me, to 
bear my name before the Gentiles, 
wid kings, and the children of Israel : 
for I will show him how great things 
be must suffer for my name's sake. 
And Ananias went his way, and en- 
tered into the house ; and piitdng his 
hands on him, said, Brother Saul, 
the LoBD (even Jesus, that appear- 
ed unto thee in the way as thou cam- 
est) hatli sent mc, that then miffhtest 
receive thy sight, and be filledf with 
the Holy Ghost. And immediately 
there fell from his eyes as it had been 
scales ; and he received sight fortli- 
wiUi, and arose, and was baptized.

But Saul increased tlie more in 
strength, and confounded the Jews 
which dwelt at Damascus, proving 
tbftt this is very Christ.

hearts may be revealed. And there 
■was one Anna; a prophetess, tlie 
daughter of Phanuel, of the tribe of 
Aser ; she was of a great age, and 
bad lived with a husband seven years 
from her virginity ; and she was a 
widow of about fourscore and four 
years, which departed not from the 
temple, but served God witli fastings 



and prayera night and day. And 
she, coming in that instant, gave 
thanks likewise unto the Lord, and 
spake of him to all them that looked 
for redemption in Jerusalem. And 
when ihey had performed all things 
according to the law of the Lord, 
tliey rcthrned into Galilee, to their 
own city Nazareth. And the child

no more children, tossed to and fro,

If ye 
keep my commandments, ye shall 
abide in my love ; even as I have 
kept my Father's commandments, 
and abide in his love. These things 
have I spoken unto you, that my joy 
n^ht remain in you, and that your 
joy might be full.

My brethren, count 
it all joy when ye fall into divers 
temptations: knoAving this, that the 
trying of your faith worketh patience. 
Bat let patience have her perfect 
work, that ye may be perfect and en- 
tire, wanting nothing. If any of you 
Mck wisdom, let hmi ask of God, 
that givett to all men liberally, and 
npbraideth not; and it shall be given 
him. But kt him ask in faith, 
nothing wavering : for he that wa- 
vereth 18 Uke-a wave or the sea, driven 
with the wind, and tossed. For let 
not that man think that he shall re- 
ceive any thing of tlie Lord. A 
double-minded man is unstable m all 
bis ways. Let the brother of low 
<WTee rejoice in that he is exalted, 
but the rich in that he is made tow .: 
because as the flower of the grass he 
rfMll pass away. For the sun is no 
sooner risen with a burning heat, but 
it withereth the grass, and the flower 
thereof fiJleth, and the grace of tlie 
fashioii of it perisheth : so also shall 
the rich man fede away in his ways. 
Blessed is* the man that cndureth 
temptation ; for when he is tried, he 
eLall receive the crown of life, which 
the Lord hath promised to them that 
love him. 

The Gospel. St. John xiv. 1. 
AND Jesus said unto his disci- 
nles. Let not your heart be troubled : 
ye believe in God, believe also in 
me. In my Fatlier's house are many 
mansions; if it were not so, I would 
have told you. I go to prepare a 
place for you. And if I go and pre- 
pare a place for you, I will come 
again, and receive you unto myself; 
that where 1 am, there ye may be 
aim. And whither I go, ye know, 
and the way ye know. Thomas saith 
unto him. Lord, we know not whi- 
ther thou goest, and how can we 
know the wayl Jesus saith unto 
bbB, I am the way, the truth, ttpii the 



life : no roan cometh unto the Father 
but by me. If ye had known me, ye 
should have known my Father also: 
and from hcncefortli ye know him, 
and have seen him. Philip saith un- 
to him, Lord, show us the Father, 
and it sufficeth us.

Have I been so long time with 
you, and yet hast thoii not known 
me, Philip'? He that bath seen me, 
hath seen the Father ; and how say- 
est thou then, Show us the Father T 
Believest thou not that I am in the 
Father, and the Father in mel The 
words that I speak unto you, I speak 
not of myself; but the Father that 
dwcUeth in me, he doeth the works. 
Believe me, that I am in the Father, 
and the Father in me ; or else believe 
me for the very works' sake. Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, He that vt- 
lieveth on me, the works that I do 
shall he do also ; and greater works 
than these shall he do ; because I go 
unto my Father. And whatsoever 
ye shall ask in my name, that will I 
do, that the Father may be gkari- 
fied in the Son.

SAINT BARNABAS THE AF08TLS.. 

The CoUect. 

O LORD God Almighty, who 
didst endue thy holy apostle Barna- 
bas with singular gifts of the Holt 
Ghost ; leave us not, we beseech 
thee, destitute of thy manifold gifts, 
nor yet of grace to use them alway 
to thy honor and glory, through Jb- 
dus Christ our Lord.

For the Epistle. Acts xi. 22. 

TIDINGS of these things came 
unto the eats of the Church which 
was in Jerusalem : and thev sent 
forth Barnabas, that he should go as 
far as Antioch : who, when he came, 
and had seen the grace of God, was 
glad; and exhorted them all, that 
with purpose of hW they would 
cleave unto the Lord. For he was 
a good man, and full of the Holy 
Ghost, and of faith : and muchreo- 
pie was added unto the Lord. Thc« 
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depArted Barnabas to Tarsus for to 
seek Shtul : and when be had found 
libn, he brought him unto Antioch. 
And it came to pass, that a whole year 
they assembled thcanaelves with the 
Church, and taught much people: 
and the disciplea were called Chris- 
tians first in Antioch. And in these 
{ days came prophets from Jerusalem 
f unto Antioch. And there stood up 
one of them, named Agabus, and 
itignified by the Spirit, that there 
should be great dearth throughout all 
the world: which came to pass in 
the days of Claudius Csesar. Then 
the disciples, ever^ man according to 
his ability, determined to send relief 
unto the brethren which dwelt in 
Judeo. Which also they did, and 
sent it to the elders by toe hands of 
Barnabas and SauL 

The CfotpeL St. John zr. 12. 
THIS is my eommandment, That 
y9 love one another, as 1 have loved 
ywi- Greater love hath no man than 
tills, that a man lay down his life for 
his friends. Ye are my friends, if 
ye do whatsoever I command you. 
Henceforth I coll you not servants ; 
for the servant knoweth not what his 
lord doeth: but I have called you 
iHends; for all Ukings that I have 
heard of my Father, I have made 
known unto you. Ye have not chosen 
me, but I have chosen you, and or- 
dained you, that ye should go and 
mring foirth fruit, and that your fruit 
flhomd remain: that whatsoever ye 
■hall ask of die Father in my name, 
hs may give it you.

aervam David; as he spake by the 
mouth of his holy prophets, which 
have been since the world began: 
that we should be saved from our 
enemies, and from the hand of all 
that hate us : to perform the merely 
promised to our fathers, and to re- 
member his holy covenant : the oath 
which he sware Xo our father Abra- 
ham, that he would grant unto us, 
that we, being delivered out of the 
hands of our enemies, might serve 
him without fear, in holiness and 
righteousness before him, all the days 
otour life. And thou, child, shalt be 
called the prophet of the Highest : 
for thou shalt go before the face of the 
Lord, to prepare his ways ; to give 
knowledge of salvation unto his fteo- 
ple by the remission of their sins, 
through the tender mercy of our 
God ; whereby the Day-Spring from 
an high hath visited us, to give light

For. the Epistle. Acts xii. 1. 
ABQUT that time, Herod the king 
stretciied forth his hands to vex cer- 
tain of the Church. And he killed 
James the brother of John vritli the 
sword And because he saw it pleas- 
ed the Jews, he proceeded farther to 
take Peter also. (Then were the 
days of unleavened bread.) And 
when he had apprehended him, he 
put him in prison, and delivered him 
to four quaternions of soldiers, to keep 
him ; intending after EWer to bring 
him forth to the people. Peter there- 
fore was kept in prison ; but prayer 
was made without ceasing of the 
Church unto God for him. And 
when Herod would liave brought him 
forth, the same night Peter was sleep- 
ing between two soldiers, bound with 
two chains ; and the keepers before 
the door kept the prison. And behold, 
the angel of the Lord came vpon 
him, and a light shined in the prison : 
and he smote Peter on the side, and 
raised him up, saying, Arise up 
quickly. And his chains fell off from 
his hands. And the ansel said unto 
him. Gird thyself, and l>ind on thy 
sandals: and bo he did. And he 
saith unto him. Cast thy garment 
about thee, and folfow me. And he 
went out, and foUowed him ; and 
wist not that it was true which was 
done by tha angel ; but thought ht 
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gftw ft vitioD. When they wer« past 
the first and the second ward, they 
oune onto the iron gate that leadetn 
unto the city, which opened to them 
«^ its own accord : and they went out, 
and passed on through one street, and 
forthwith the anffel departed from 
him. And when Peter was come to 
himself^ he said, Now I know of a 
surety that the Lord hath sent his 
angel, and hath delivered me out of 
the hand of Herod, and from all the 
expectation of the people of the 
Jews. 

lite Gospel St Matt xvi. 13. 
WHEN Jesus came into the coasts 
cf Cnsarea Pbilippi, he asked his 
disciples, saying, W bou do men say 
that 1, the Son of man, am 1 And they 
said. Some say that thou ait John 
the Baptist; some, Elias; andotliers, 
Jeremias, or one of the prophets. 
He saith unto them. But whom say 
ye that I ami And Simon Peter an- 
swered and said. Thou art Chbisi;, 
the Son of the living God. And 
Jesus answered and said unto him, 
Blessed art thou, Simon Barjona : for 
flesh and blood hath not revealed it 
vnto thee, but my Father which is 
in heaven. And I say also unto 
thee, that thou art Peter, and upon 
this rock I will build my Church: 
and the gates of hell shall not prevail 
against it And I will give unto thee 
the keys of the kingdom of heaven : 
and whatsoever thou shalt bind on 
•arth, shall be bound in heaveji ; and 
whatsoever thou shalt loose on earth, 
shall be loosed in heaven.

What wilt thoul She saith un- 
to him, Grant that these my two oons 
may sit, the one on thy right hand, 
and the other on the \en, in thy king- 
dom. But Jesus answered and said. 
Ye know not what ye ask. Are yo 
able to drink of the cup that I shall 
drink of, and to be baptized with the 
baptism that I am baptized with? 
They say unto him, We are able. 
And he saith -Dnto them. Ye shall 
drink indeed of my cup, and be bap- 
tized with the baptism that I am bap- 
tized with ; but to sit on my right 
hand, and on my lefl, is not mine to 
give ; but it shall be given to theim 
for whom it is prepared of my Father. 
And when the ten heard it, tney were 
moved with indignation against ths 
two brethren. But Jesus called 
them unto him, and said, Ye know 
that the princes of the Gentiles exer- 
cise dominion over them, and they 
that are preat exer&ise authority upon 
them. But it shall not be so among 
you: but whosoever will be grcal 
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among yoa, let him be your minister ; 
Dttd ^hoeoever will be chief among 
you, let him be your seirant: even 
as the Son of man came not to be 
mmisCered unto, but to minister, and 
tt> give his life a ransom ibc many.

Fbr the Epistle. Acts v. 12. 

BY the hands of the apostles were 
many signs and wonders wrought 
among the peofde, (and they were all 
with one-accord in Solomon's porch. 
And of the rest durst no man join 
himself to them ; but the people mag- 
nified them. And believers were the 
more added to the Lord, muititodes 
both of men and women) insomuch 
that they brought forth the sick into 
the streets, and laid them on beds 
and couches, that at least the shadow 
of Peter passing by might oversha- 
dow some of them. There came also 
a multitude out of the cities round 
about unto Jerusalem, bringing sick 
folks, and them which were vexed 
with unclean spirits ; and they were 
healed every one. 

The Gospel. St Luke xxii 24. 

AND diere was also a strife among 
them which of them should be ac- 
counted the greatest And he said 
mito them, The kings of the Gentiles 
exercise lordship over them; and 
they that exercise authority upon 
them are called benefactors. ' But ye 
i^all not be so : but he that is great- 
est among you, let him be os the 
younger ; and he that is chief, as he 
that doth serve. For whether is 
greater, he that titteth tl . t or he' 



that serveth 1 is not he that sitteth at 
meati but I am among you as he 
that serveth. Ye are they which 
have continued with me in my 
temptations. And 1 impoint unto you 
a kingdcxn, as my Eadier ha^ ap- 
pointed unto me ; that ye may eat 
and drink at my table in my king- , 
dom, and sit on thrones^ judging the 
twelve tribes of Israel. 



SAINT MATTHEW THE APOSTLE. 
The Collect. 

O ALMIGHTY God, who by 
thy blessed Son didst call Matthew 
fh>m the receipt of custom, to be an 
apostle and evangelist; grant ua 
grace to forsake all covetous desires, 
and inordinate love of riches ; and to 
follow the same thy Son Jssui 
Christ, who liveth and reigneth 
witli thee and the Holy Ghost, one 
God, world without end Amerif, 
The Epistle.

S reach not oiErselves, but Christ 
Esus the Lord ; and ourselves your 
servants for Jesus' sake. For UOD, 
who commanded the light to shine 
out of darkness, hath shined in oar 
hearts, to give the light of the know- 
ledge of the glory of God, in the 
face of Jesds Christ. 

The Gospel. St Matt ix. 9. 

AND as Jesus passed Ibrth from 
thence, he saw a man named Mat- 
thew sitting at the receipt of custom? 
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and he saith unto him, Follow me. 
And he arose, and followed him. 
And it came to pass, as JiiBUS sat at 
meat in the house, behold many pub- 
licans and sinners came and sat down 
with him and liis disciples. And 
when the Pharisees saw it, they said 
unto his disciples, Why eateth your 
master With pubUcans and sinners 1 
But when Jesus heard that, he said 
unto them, They that be wliole, need 
not a physician, but they that are 
sick. But go ye and learn what that 
meaneth, 1 will have mercy, and not 
sacrifice ; for I am not come to call 
the righteoosi but sinners to repent- 
ance.

Fbr the Epistle. Rev. xii. 7. 

THERE was war in heaven; Mi- 
chael and his angels fought against 
the drag(Ni; and the dragon fought 
and his angels, and prevailed not; 
neither was their place found any 
more in heaven. And the great dra- 
gon was cast out, that old serpent, 
called the devil and Satan, which de- 
oeiveth the whole world ; he was cast 
out into the earth, and his angels 
were cast out with him. And I heard 
a loud voice saying in heaven, Now 
is come salvation and strength, and 
the kingdom of our God, and the 
power of his Christ ; for the tus- 
cuser of our brethren is cast down, 
which accused them before our GoD 
day and night And they overcame 
him by the blood of the Lamb, and 
by the word of their testimony ; and 
they loved not their lives unto the 
dosith.

AT the same time came the disci- 
ples unto Jesus, saying, Who is the 
greatest in the kingdom of heaven 1 
And Jesus called a litdc child unto 
him, and set him in the midst of 
them, and said, Verily I say unto 
you, Except ye be converted, and be- 
come as little children, ye shall not 
enter into \ht kingdom of heaven. 
Whosoever therefore shall humble 
himself as this little child, the same 
is greatest in the kingdom of heaven. 
And whoso shaU receive one such lit- 
tle child in my name, receiveth me 
But whoso shall offend one of these 
little ones which believe in me, it 
were better for him that a milbtone 
were hansed about his neck, and that 
he were drowned in the depth of the 
sea. Wo unto- the world because or 
offences ! for it must needs be that 
offences come : but wo to that man by 
whom the offence cometh. Where- 
fore, if thy hand or thy foot offend 
thee, cut them off and cast them from 
thee : it is better > for thee to enter 
into life halt or mt^med, rather thaQ 
having two hands or two feet, to be 
cast into everlasting fire. And if 
thine eye offend thee, pluck it out, 
and cast it from thee : it is better for 
thee to enter into life with one eye, 
rather than having two eyes, to be 
cast into hell fire. Take heed that ye 
despise not one of these little ones : 
for I say unto you, that in heaven 
their angels do always behold the 
face of my Father which is in 
heaven.

WATCH thoQ in all things, en- 
iare afflictions, do Che work of an 
evangelist, make full proof of thy 
ministry. For I am now ready to oe 
offered, and the time of my departure 
is at hand. I have fought a good 
fight, I have finished my course, I 
have kept the faith. Henceforth there 
is laid up for me a ciftvra of righte- 
eosness, which the Lord the righte- 
ous Judge shall give me at that day : 
and not to me oiuy, but unto all them 
also that love his appearing. Do thy 
^diligence to come shortly unto me : 
t^ l>emas hath forsaken me, having 
loved thilB present world, and is de- 
parted unto Thessalonica ; Crescens 
to Galatia, Titus unto Dalmatia. On- 
ly Luke is with me. Take Mark and 
bring him with thee : for he is pro- 
fitable to me for the ministry. And 
Tychicus have I sent to Ephesus. 
The cloak that I left at Troas with 
Carpus, when thou cwnest, bring 
with thee, and tlie books, but espe- 
cially the parchments Alezanaer 
the coppersmith did me much evil : 
the LoBD reward him according to 
his works. Of whom be thou ware 
also, for he hath greatly withstood 
our words. 

The Chmpd. St Luke x. 1. 

THE Lord appointed other seven- 
ty also^ and swt them two and two 
l>efore his face into every city and 
place, whither he himself would 
ccane. Therefore said he unto them, 
The harvest truly is great, but the 
laborers are few : pray ye therefore 
the lord of the harvest, that he would 
send forth labarers into his harvest 
Go your ways : behold, I send you 
forth as lamM among wolves.

to come to the Lordli Table, until he have openly declared himaelf to have truly repented and 
amended his former evil life, that the Congregation may thereby be latiafled ; and that he haUt 
recompeneed the parties to whom he blUh done wrong ; ut at least dedare hiniself to be in full 
poipoee so to do, as soon as he conveniently may. 

T The same order ihall the Minister use with those, betwixt whom he pCTedveih malice and hatred 
to reign ; not sniftring them to be partakers of the Lord's Table, until be know them tabe recon- 
died.

a thing it is, when a man hath pre- 
pared a rich feast, decked his table 
with all kinds of provision, so that 
there lacketh nothing but the guests 
to sit down ; and yet they who are 
called (without any cause) most un- 
thankfully refuse to come. Which 
of you in such a case would not be 
moved! Who wotUd not think a 
great injury and wrong done unto 
himi Wherefore, most dearly be- 
loved in Cheist, take ye good heed, 
lestye, withdrawing yourselves fix>m 
thiffnoly Supper, provoke God's in- 
dignation against you. It is an easy 
matter for a man to say, I will not 
Goramunicate, because I am otherwise 
hindered with worldly business. But 
such excuses are not so easily ac- 
cepted, and allowed before God. If 
any man say, I am a grievous sinner, 
and therefore am afraid to come: 
wherefore then do ye not repent and 
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imend? When God ealleth yoa, are 
ye not ashamed to say, ye will not 
cornel Wtfen ye shoi^d return to 
God, will ye excuse yourselves, and 
say, ye are not ready? Consider 
earnestly with yourselves, bow little 
emch feigned excuses will avaiUbe- 
fore God. Those who refused the 
feast in the gospel, because they had 
bought a farm, or would try their 
yokes of oxen, or because they were 
married, were not so excused, but 
counted unworthy of the heavenly 
feast Wherefore, according to mine 
office, I bid you in the name of God, 
I call you in Christ's i^ehalf, I ex- 
hort you, as ye love your own salva- 
tion, that ye will be partakers of this 
Holy Communion. And as tlie Son 
OP God did vouchsafe to yield up 
his soul by death upon the cross, for 
your salvatipn ; so it is your duty to 
receive tlie Communion in remem- 
brance of the sacrifice of his death, 
as he himself ^hath commanded : 
which if ye shall neglect to do, con- 
sider \vith youAelves, how great ia 
your ingratitude to God, and how 
sore punishment hangeth over your 
heads for the same, wlien ye wilfully 
abstain from the liord's Table, and 
separate from your bretliren who 
come to feed on the banquet of that 
most heavenly' food. These things 
if ye earnestly consider, ye will by 
God's grace, return to a belter minci ; 
for the obtaining whereof we shall 
not cease to maKe our humble peti- 
tions unto Almighty God, our iiea- 
renly Father.

DEiARLY beloved, it hath |>leased 
Almighty God, in his justice, to 
brine you under the sentence and 
con£nmation of the law: You are 
shortly to suifer death in such a 
manner, that others, wjgmed by your 
example, may be the more antiid to 
ofiena ; and we pray God, that you 
may nwke such use of your punish- 
ments in this world, that your soul 
maybe saved in the world to c<Hne. 

Wherefore we ctmie to you in the 
bowels of compassion ; and, being 
dedrous that you shoold avoid pre- 
sumption on tne one hand, and de* 
apair on tlie oUier, shall jllainjy lay 
before you the wretchedness ofyour 
condition, and declare how far you 
ought to depend on the mercies of 
God, and tne merits of our Sav- 
iour.

sake^ Mid not be condemned in the 
dreadful day of judgment 

liastly, oeloved, submit yourself 
with Christian resignation to the just 
judgment of God which your own

be in charity wrai all men; being 
ready aincerdy to forgive all gaon 
as hare offended you, not excqjting 
those who have proaecuted you even 
onto death: ana, though this may 
Mem a hard saying, yet know assur- 
edly, that without it ^our charity is 
not yet perfect.

8 He sitteth lurking in the thiev- 
ish comers of the streets, and privily 
In his lurking dens doth he murder 
the innocent; his eyes are set against 
the poor.

bows, turned tliemselvea back in the 
day of battle. 

1 1 Tbey kept not the covenant ol 
GoD; and would not walk in his law ; 

12 But for^what he had dooe^ 
and the wonddlnl works that he had 
showed for them. 

13 Marvellous things did he in 
the sight of our forefathers, in the land 
of Egypt, even in the field of Zoan. 

1 4 He divided the sea, and let them 
go through ; he made ihs^jUjiiterB to 
stand on a heap. 

16 in the daytime also he led 
them with a cloud, and all the night 
through with a liglit of fire. 

1 6 lie clave the hard rocks in the 
wilderness, and gave tliem drink 
thereof, as it had beta out of the 
great depth. 

17 He brought waters out of the 
stony rock, so Uiat it gushed out like 
the rivers. 

18 Yet for all this, tliey sinned 
moie against him, and provoked the 
Most Highest 'in the wilderness. 

19 They tempted God in their 
hearts, and required meat for their lust 

20 They spake against God also, 
saying, Shall GoD prepare a table in 
the wilderness 1 

21 He smote the stony rock in- 
deed, that the water gushed out, and 
tlie streams flowed withal ; but can 
he give bread also, or provide flesh 
for hispeople 1 

22 When the Lord heard this, he 
w«0 wroth ; so the fire was kindled 
in Jacob, and there came up b^avy 
displeasure again^ Israel ; 

23 Because they believed not m 
God, and pot not their trust in his 
help. 

. 24 So he conuBHuidet^ the clouds 
above, and opened the doors ofbeaven. 

25 Be rained down manna also 
npoa them for to eat, and gave them 
food from heaven. 

26 So man did eat angel's, food ; 
for hs sent them meat en<^^ 
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27 He eaiued the eaet wind to 

blew under he^pren ; and through 
his power he birought in the souOi- 
west wind. "^ 

28 He rained' flesh upon them as 
thick as dust, and feathered fowIf» 
like as the sand of the sea. 

29 He let it fall among their tents, 
even round about their I^bitation. 

80 So they did eat and were well 
filled; for he gave them their own 
desire: they were not disappointed 
of their lust 

31 But while the meat was yet in 
their mouths, the heavy wrath of 
God came upon them, and slew the 
wealthiest of them; yea, and smote 
down the diosen men that were in 
Israel 

32 But for all this, the^ sinned yet 
moret, and believed not his wondrous 
vi^>rks. 

33 Therefore their days did he 
consume in vanity, and their years 
in trouble. 

34 When he slew them, th^ 
sought him, and turned them early, 
and inquired after God. 

36 And they remembered that God 
was their strengUi, and that the high 
God was their Redeemer. 

36 Nevertheless, they did but flat- 
ter him with their mouth, and dis- 
sembled with him in their tongue. 

37 For their heart was not whde 
with him, neither continued Uiey 
steadfast in his covenant 

38 But he was so merciful, that 
he forgave their misdeeds, and de- 
stroyed them not 

39 Yea, many a time turned he 
his wrath away, and would not sufir 
his whole displeasure to arise : 

40 For he considered that they 
were but flesh, and that they were 
even a wind that passeth away, and 
Cometh not again. 

41 Many a titm did they ptovoke 
him ia the wilderness, and grieved 
him in the desert 

42 ThcY tttmed hack, and tempted 
God ; Mia moved the holy One in 
Isfael. 

43 fhey thought not^f his hand, 



and of the day when he ddiverad 
them iVom the hand of the enemy. 

44 How he had wrought his mira* 
cles in Egypt, and his wonders in 
the field of Zoan. 

45 He turned their waters into 
blood, 80 that they might not drink 
of the rivers. 

46 He sent lice among them, and 
devoured them up^ and frogs tc de- 
stroy them. 

47 He gave their fruit unto Jie 
caterpillar, and their labor unto the 
grassnopper. 

48 He destroyed their vines with 
hail-stones, and their mulberry trees 
with the frost 

49 He smote their cattle also with 
hail-stones, and their flocks with hot 
thunder-bolts. 

60 He cast upon them the furious- 
ness of his wrau, anger, disnleasure, 
and trouble; and sent evu angels 
among them. 

61 lie made a way to his uaViffna- 
tion, and spared not their soul ntnii 
deadi ; but gave their life over to the 
pestilence ; 

52 And smote all the first-bom in 
Egypt, the most principal and wigh- 
tiest in the dwellmgs of Ham. 

53 But as for his own people^ he 
led them forth like sheep, and car- 
ried them in the wilderness like a 
flock. 

54 He biought them out safely, 
that they should not fear, and over* 
whelmed their enemies with the 
sea. 

65 And brought them within the. 
borders of Ibis sanctuary, even to his 
mountain, which he purchased with 
his ri|^t hand. 

56 He cast out the heathen also 
before them, caused their land to be 
divided aimongtthem for. a heritage 
and made the tribes of Israel to dwell 
in their tents. 

67. So they tempted and displeased 
the most high Gop^ and kept not his 
tSstimonies ; 

68 But turned their backs, and fell 
awa|r like their fbrefadiers ; starting 
aside like a broken bow. ' 
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69 For they grieved him with 
their hill-altarB. and provoked him to 
displeasure witn dieir imaffe& 

60 When God heard this, he was 
wroth, and took sore displeasure at 
Israel; 

61 So that he forsook the tabema* 
ele in Silo, even the tent that he had 
pitched among men.

63 He gave his people over also 
unto the sword, and was wroth with 
his inheritance.

66 So the Lob d awaked as one out 
of sleeps and like a giant refreshed 
with wine.

13 What time as th^ went from 
one nation to another, from one Idng- 
dom to another people ; 

14 He suffered no man to do them 
wrong, but reproved even kings for 
their Bakes: 

16 Tooeb not mine anointed, and 
do iny prophets no hamL 

16 Moreover, he called fix* a deaiHh 
«pon the hold, and destro3f«d ail the 
provision of bsead. 

17 But he hnd sent a man before 
Aiem, even Joseph, who was add to 
be a bond-servant, 

18 Whose feet they hurt in the 
•lockk; tho iron entered into his 
soul; 

19 Until the time came that his 
cause was known : the word of the 
LoBD tried him. 

20 The king sent, and delivered 
him ; tlte prince of the peq>le lethim 
go free. 

21 He made him lord also of his 
house, and ruler of all his substance ; 

22 That he miffht inform his 
princes after his will, and teach his 
senators wisdom. 

23 Isreel also came into Egypt, 
and Jacob was a stranger in the land 
of Ham. 

24 And he increased his people 
ezeeedii^y, and made them str<Miger 
Chan their enemies ; 

25 Whose heart tamed so> that 
thev hsted his peopls^ and dealt un- 
truly with his servants. 

26 Then sent he Moses his serv- 
ant, and Aaran whom hehadAiosen; 

27 And these showed his tokens 
among them, and wonders in the 
land of Ham. 

28 Hb sent daikness, and it was 
dark; and they unn nol obedient 
UDto his word. 



29 He tamed their waters into 
blood, and slew their fish. 

30 Their land brought forth frogs; 
yea, even in their king's chambears.

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3 Blessed are thev that alway keep 
judgment, and do nghteousness. 

4 Remember me, O Lobd, accord- 
ing to tlie favor tliat thou beareat unto 
thy people ; O visit me with thy sal- 

VBtioHf 

6 That I may see the felicity of thy 
chosen, and rejoice in the gladness of 
thy people, and give thanks vrith 
thine inneritance. 

6 We have sinned with our &• 
thers ; we have done amisa^ and 
dealt wickedly. 

7 Our fathers regarded not thy 
wonders in Eiffypt, neither kept they 
thy great goodness in remembrance ; 
but were diBobedient at tlie sea, even 
at the Red Sea. 

8 Nevertheless, ho helped them 
for liis name's sake, that he might 
make his power to be known. 

9 He rebuked the Red Sea also, 
and it was dried up; so he led them 
through tlie deep, as through a wil- 
derness. 

10 And he saved them from the 
adversaries' hand, and delivered tliem 
from tlie hand of the enemy. 

11 As for those that troubled them, 
the waters overwhelmed them ; there 
was not one of them left 

12 Then believed they his words, 
and sang praise- unto him. 

13 But within a while the}^ fbrcat 
his works, and would not abide his 
counsel. 

14 But lust came upon them*in the 
I. wilderness, and they tempted God 

in the desert 

16 And he gave them their desire, 
and sent leanness withal into their 
soul. 

16 They angered Moses also in 
theu* tents, and Aaron the saint of 
the Lord. 

17 So the earth opened, and swal- 
lowed up Dathan, aud covered the 
congregation of Abiram. 

18 And the fire was kindled in 
their company ; the fiaoM) burnt up 
the ungodly. 

19 The]^ made a calf in Horeb^ 
and worshipped the molten image. 

20 Thus tbej turned their gtory 
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into the similitude of a calf thiA 
eth hay. 

21 And they forgat God tlieir 
Saviour, who had done so great 
tilings in Esyip^; 

22 Wonourous works in the land 
of Ham; and fearful things by the 
Red Sea. 

23 So he said he would have de* 
stroyed them, had not Mouses his 
chosen stood before him in the gap, 
to turn away his wrathful indigna- 
tlon, lest he should destroy them. 

24 Yea, they thought scorn of that 
pleasant land, and gave no credence 
unto his word ; 

26 But murmured in their tents, 
and hearkened not unto the voice of 
the Lord. 

26 Thenlifl he up his hand agaiuflt 
them, to overthrow them in the wil* 
derness ; 

27 To cast out their seed among 
the nations, and to scatter them ha 
the lands. 

28 They joined themselves unto 
Baal-peor, and ate the offerings of 
the dead. 

29 Thus they provoked him to 
anger w^tli their own inventions ; and 
the plague was great among them. 

30 Then stoMi up Phinees, and 
prayed ; and so the plague ceased. 

31 And that Avas counted unto him 
for righteousness^ among all posteiiU 
ties for evermore. 

32 They angered him also at the 
waters of strife, so that he punished 
Moses for their sakes ; 

33 Because they provoked his 
spirit, so that he spake unadvisedly 
with his lips. 

34 Neither destroyed they the 
heathei^ as the Lobd commanded 
tlfem: 

36 But were mingled among the 
heathen, and learned their worn. 

36 Insomuch that they worshipped 
their idols, which turned to their oim 
decay ; yea, they offered their ecat 
and theirdaughterrnnto devib ; 

37 And shed innocent blood, even 
the blood of their sons and of their 
daughters, whom they <^Sered unto 
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the idols of Canaan; and the land 
was defiled with blood. 

38 Thus were they stained with 
their own works, and went a whoring 
with their own inventions. 

39 Therefore was the wrath of 
the Lord kindled against his people, 
immmich that he abhorred his own 
inheritance. 

40 And he gave them over into 
the band of the heathen ; and they 
that hated them were lords over 
them. 

41 Their enemies oppressed them, 
and had them in subjection. 

42 Many a time did he deliver 
them ; but they rebelled against him 
with their own inventions, and were 
brought down in their wickedness. 

43 Nevertheless, when he saw 
their adversity, he heard their com- 
plaint 

44 He thoaght upon his covenant, 
and pitied them, according unto the 
multitude <^ his mercies; yea, he 
made all those that led them away 
captive to pity them. 

45 Deliver us, O Lobd our God, 
and gather us from among tlie hea- 
then ; that we may give tminks unto 
tb^ hxAy name, and make our boast 
ofthy praise. 

fie Blessed be the Load God of 
Israel, from everlasting, and world 
without end ; and let ul the people 
my, Amen.

10 Such as sit in darkness, and in 
the shadow of death, being fast bound 
in misery and iron ; 

11 Because they rebelled against 
the words of the tiORD, and hghtly 
regarded the counsel of the Most 
Highest 

12 He also brought down their 
heart through h^avmess; tliey fell 
down, and there was none to h^p 
them. 

13 So when they cried unto the 
Lord in their trouble^ he delivered 
them out of their distress. 

14 For he brought tiiem out of 
darkness, and out of the shadow of 
death, and brake their bonds in 
sunder. 

15 O that men would therefore 
praise the Lord for his goodness ; 
and declare the wonders that he doeth 
for the children of men i 

16 Fertile hath broken the gates 
of brass, and smitten the bars of iron 
in sunder. 

17 Foolish men are plagued for 
their offence, and beoause of their 
wickedness. 

18 Their soul abhorred all mahqer 
of meat, and they were even hard at 
death's door. 

19 So when they cried unto the 
Lord in their trouble, he delivered 
them out of their distnss. 

20 He sent his word, and healed 
them; and th^ were saved from 
their destruction. 

21 O that men would therefore 
praise the Lord for his goodness.; 
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and declare the wonders tliat he doeth 
for the children of men ! 

22 That they would offer unto 
him the sacrifice of tlianksgiving, 
and tell out his works with gladness ! 

23 They tliat go down to the sea 
in ships, and occupy their business 
in great waters ; 

24 These men see tlie works of 
the Lord, and his wonders in the 
deep. 

25 For at his word the stormy 
wind ariseth, which lixleth up tlie 
waves thereof. 

26 They are carried up to the 
heaven, and down again to the deep ; 
their soul melteth away because of 
the trouble. 

27 They reel to and fro, and stag- 

§er like a drunken man, and are at 
leir wit's end. 

28 So . when they cry unto the 
LoBD in their trouble, he delivereth 
them out of tlieir distress. 

29 For he maketh the storm to 
cease, so that the waves thereof are 
^till. 

• 30 Then are they glad, because 
t}iey are at rest ; and so he bringeth 
diem unto the haven where they 
would be. 

31 O that men would therefore 
praise the Lord for his goodness ; 
and declare the \vonders that he 
doeth for the children of men \ 

32 That they would exalt him 
also in the congregation of the people, 
and praise him in the seat of the 
elders ! 

33 Who tumeth tlie floods into a 
wilderness, and drietb up the water- 
springs. 

34 A fruitful land maketh he bar- 
ren, for the wickedness of them that 
dwell therein. 

35 Again he maketh the wilder- 
ness a standing water, and water* 
springs of a dry grbund. 

36 And there he setteth the hun- 
gry, that they may build them a city 
to dwell in ; 

37 That tfiey may sow their land, 
and plant vineyards, to yield them 
fruits of increase. 



38 He blesseth them, so tliat they 
multiply exceedingly ; and sufieretL 
not their cattle to decrease. 

39 And again, when they are mia- 
ished and brought low through op- 
pression, through any plague or 
trouble ; 

40 Though he suffer them to bo 
evil-entreated through tyrants, and 
let tliem wander out of the way in 
the wilderness ; 

41 Yet helpeth he the poor out of 
misery, and maketh him Jiouseholds 
like a flock of sheep. 

42 The righteous will consider 
this, and rejoice ; and the ihouth of 
all wickedness shall be stopped. 

43 Whoso is wise, will ponder 
tliese things; and they shall under- 
stand the loving kindness of the 
Lord

O GOD, my heart is ready, my 
heart is ready ; I will sing, and give 
i»raise with the. best member that I 
nave.

morial of them from off the eartlt ; 

15 And that, because his mind 
was not to do good ; but persecuted 
the poor helpless man, that he might 
slay him that was vexed at the 
heart.

THERE is but one living and 
trao God, everlastinff, without body, 
psrts, or passions; of infinite power, 
wisdom, and goodness; the maker 
and preserver ^ all &ings both viai 
fale and invisible. And in unity of 
this GoDBBAD, there be three per- 
sons, of one substance, power, and 
eternity; the Fathbb, the Son, and 
the Holt Gbobt. 

Art. II. Of tie Word, or Son of 
God, xokich toas made very man. 

The Son, which is the Word of 
the Father, begotten from everlast 
ing of the Father, the very and 
eternal God, of one substance with 
the Father, took man's nature in 
the womb of the blessed virgin, of 
her substance : so that two whole and 

Srfect natures, that is to sa^, the 
odhe ad and manhood, were joined 
together in one person, never to be 
divided, whereof is one Christ, 
very God, and very man ; who truly 
su£»red, was crucified, doid, and 
buried, to reconcile his Father to 
us, and to be a sacrifice, not only for

of men.

As Christ died for us, and was 
bonod ; so also is it to be believed, 
that he went down into heU.

The Holt Ghost, proceeding 
from the Father and the Son^ is 
of (me substance, majestv, and glory, 
with the Father and the Son, vecy 
and eternal God. 

Art. VI. Of the Sufficiency of the 
Holy Scripturta for salvation. 

HolyScripCure containeth all things 
necessary to Kilvatbn : sothatwha^ 
soever is not read therein, nor may 
be proved therdl>y, is not to be re- 
quired of any man, that it should be 
believed as an article c^ &i^ or be 
thought reauisite or necessair to 
salvation. In the name of the rEoly 
Scripture we do understand those 
canonical books of the Old and New 
Testament, of whose aathoritv was 
never any doubt in the Church.

The Old Testament is not contrary 
to the New ; for both in the Old and 
New Testament everlasting life is 
offered to mankind by Christ, who 
is the only mediator between God 
uad man, being both Goo and man. 
Wherefore they are not to be heard, 
which feign, that the old fathers 
did look only for transitory pro- 
mises. Although the law given 
iinom God by Moses^ as toudhin? 
ceremonies and rites^ do not bind 
Christian men, nor the civil precepts 
thereof ought of necessity to be re- 
ceived in any commonwealth; yet 
notwitlistandiiu(, no Christian man 
whatsoever is free from the obedience 
of the commandments which are 
called moral. 

Art. VIII. Of the Creeda. 

The Mcene Creed, and that which 
is commonly called the Apoatlea* 
Creed, ought thoroughly to be re- 
ceived and believed : for they may 
be raroved b^ most certain warrants 
of Holy Scripture. 

Art. IX Of Original or Btrtk^;^. 



do vainly talk;) but it is the fauU 
and corruption of the oatute of every 
man, that naturally is engendered of 
the offspring of Adam, whereby man 
is very far gone from original right- 
eousness, and is of his own nature 
inclined to evil, so that the flesh 
lusteth always contrary to the Spirit; 
and therefore in every person bom 
into this world, it deserveth God's 
WFBth and damnation. -' And this in- 
fection of nature doth remain, yea, in 
them that are regenerated ; whereby 
the lust of the fl^h, called in Greeks 
tp6vnua iraptAs, which some do ex- 
pound the vVisdom, some Sensuality, 
some the Affection, some the Desire 
of. the Flesh, is not subject to the 
law of God. And although there is 
no condenmation for them that be- 
lieve and are baptized ; yet the Apos* 
tie doth confess, that concupiscence 
and lust hath of itself the nature of 
sin. 

Art. X. OfFreeWUl 

The condition of man afler the fall 
oi Adam is such, that he cannot turn 
and prepare himself, by his own 
natural strength and good works, to 
faith, and caihng upon God: where- 
fore we have no power to do sood 
works pleasant and acceptable to God, 
without the grace of God by Christ 
preventing us, that we may have a 
good will, and working with us when 
we have that good wiu. 

Art. XI. Of the Juat/^fieoHon t^ 
Man. 

We are accounted righteous before 
God, only for the merit of our Lord 
and Saviour Jbsus Christ by fiiith ; 
alui not for our own works or de> 
servings. Wherefore, that we are 
justified by faith only, is a most 
-n^Iesome doctrine, and very' iuU 
of comfort, as more largel]^ v ex* 
pressed in the Homily of ^isdficatioB. 

Art. XII. Of Good Worka. 

Albeit that good works, which are 

the fruits of faith, and foUow after 

Ori^nal sin standeth not in the justification, cannot put away our sins^ 

GillowiQg of Ji<{am (as the Psto^'ans land endure die severity of God*8 
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fudgment; yet are theypleasing and 
acceptable to Goo in (jhrisT) and 
do spring oat necesaarily of a true 
■ad livehr faith; inaom'jch that b^ 
them a lively faith may be as evi- 
dendy known, as a tree discerned by 
the fruit 

Art. Xm. Of Works b^ore Juati- 
fiecUion, 

Works done before the grace pf 
Christ, and the inspiration of his 
Spirit, are not pleasant to God, 
fonrasmuch as they spring not of faith 
in jRstrs Christ, neither do they 
make men meet to receive grace, or 
(as the School-authors say^t deserve 
grace of congmity : yea rather, for 
mat they are not done as Goo hath 
willed and commanded them to be 
done, we doubt not but they have the 
nature of sin. 

Art. XIV. Cf Works of Superero- 
gation. 

Voluntary works, besides over and 
above Goo's commandments, which 
they call Works of Supererogation, 
cannot be tanght without arrc^ney 
and impiety. For by them men do 
declare. That they do not only render 
unto Goo as much as they are bound 
to do, but that they do more for his 
sake than of bounden dutv is required : 
whereas Christ saith plainly, When 
3re have done all thqit are command- 
ad to you, say, Wd are unprofitable 



Art. XV. Of Christ alone with- 
out ein. 
Christ in the truth of our nature, 
was made Kke unto us in all things, 
rin only except, from which he was 
<dflarly void, both in his flesh, and in 
his spirit He came to be a Lamb 
without spot, who by sacrifice of 
himself once made, should take away 
die sins of the world ; and sin (as 
St. John saith) was not in him. But 
all we the rest (although baptised and 
bom affain in Christ) yet offend in 
auny tntngs ; and if we say we have 
no sin, we deceive oonelvei^ and the 
^tntth is not in us. . 



Art. XVI. Of ain after Baptiam. 

Not every deadly sin, willingly 
committed after Imptism, is sin 
against the Holt (jtHost, and uU' 
pardonable. Wherefore the grant of 
repentanoB is not to be denied to such 
as fhll into sin after baptism. After 
we have received the Holt Ghost, 
we may depart from grace given, and 
fall into sin, and by the grace of Goo 
(we may) arise again, and amend our 
lives. And therefore they are to bo 
condemned, which say, they can no 
more sin as long as they live here^ 
or deny the place of forgiveness to 
such as truly repent 

Art. XVII. Of PredeoHnaUon and 
Election. 

Predestination to life is the ever* 
lasting purpose of Goo, whereby 
(before the foundations of the world 
were laidf he hath constantly decreed, 
by his counsel, secret to us, to deliver 
from curse and damnatimi, those 
whom he hath choeoa in CShrist 
out of mankind, and to bring them 
by Christ to everlasting sahratiott, 
as vessels made to honor. Where- 
fore they which be endued with 
so excellent « benefit of Goo, be 
called according to Goo's nurpose 
by his Spirit working in due sea 
son : they through srace obey the 
calling r mey be justifnBd freely : thc7 
be made sons of Groo by acloption : 
they be made like the ima«e cf his 
only-begotten Son Jbbus Christ: 
they wuk rellffiously in good works ; 
ana at length by Goo's mercy they 
attain to everiasting felicity. 

As the godly consideration of 
predestinatioii, and our election in 
Christ, is fiill of sweet, j^easant, 
and unspeakable eomfort to godly 
persons, and such as feel in uiem- 
selves the working of the Spirit of 
Christ, mortifying the works of tlie 
flesh and their earihly members, and 
drawing up their mind to liigh and 
beavenfy mings, as well because it 
doth graady establish and ' confirm 
their mith of eternal salvation, to 
be enjoyed tfanmgh Christ, as be* 
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cause it dolh fervently kindle their 
lore tcward God: bo, for curious 
and carnal persons, lacking the Spirit 
of Christ, to have continually before 
their eyes the sentence of God's 
predestination, is a roost dangerous 
downfall, whereby Uie devil doth 
thrust tliem either into desperation, 
or into wretchlessneu of most un- 
clean living, no less perilous than 
desperation. 

Furthermore, we must receive 
God's promises in such wise as 
they be generally set forth to us in 
holy Scnpture : and in our doings, 
that will of God is to be followed, 
which we have expressly declared 
unto us in the word of God. 

Abt. XVIII. 0/ obtaining Eternal 
Salvation only by the Same of 
Ghript. 

They are also to be had accursed, 
that presume to say, that every man 
shall be saved by the law or sect 
which he profesaeth, so' that he be 
diligent to nrame his life according to 
that law, and the light of nature. 
For holy Scripture doth set out unto 
ns only the name of Jksus Christ, 
whereby men must be .saved. 

Art. XIX. Of the Church. 

The visible Church of Christ is 
a eonffrepation of faithful men, in 
the which the pure word of God is 
preached, and tlie sacraments be duly 
ministered according to Christ's 
ordinance, in all those things that of 
necessity are requisite to the same. 

As the Church of Hierusalem, 
Alexandria, and Antioeh, have erred ,* 
•D also the Church of Rome hath 
erred, j:iot only in their living and 
nanner of ceremonies, but auo in 
matters of faith. 

Art. XX. Of the Authority of the 
Church. 

The Church hath power to decree 
rites or ceremonies, and authority 
in controversi«9B of faith : and yet it 
is not lawful for the Church to or- 
dain any thing that is contrary to 



God's word written ; neither may H 
so expound one place of Scripture, 
that It be repugnant to another 
Wherefore, although the Church be 
a witness and a keeper of Holy Writ, 
yet as it ought not to decree any thing 
against the same, so besides tlie same 
ouff ht it not to enforce any thing to 
be Delieved for necessity of salvation. 

Art. XXI. Of the Authority of 
General Coundla.* 

Art. XXII. Of Purgatory. 

The Romish doctrine concerning 
pnrg&tory, pardons, worshipping, ana 
adoration, as well of images, as of 
reliqucs, and also invocation of saints. 
is a fond thing vainly invented, and 
grounded upon no warranty of Scrip- 
ture, but rather repugnant to the word 
of God. 

Art. XXIII. OfMniteringinihA 
Congregation. 

It is not lawful for any man to 
take upon him tlie office of public 
preaching, or ministering the sacra* 
ments in the congregation, before he 
be lawfiiUy called, and sent to execute 
the same. And those we ought to 
judge lawfully called and sent, which 
be chosen and called to this work by 
men who have public authority given 
unto them in the congregation, to call 
and send ministers into the Lord's 
vineyard. 

Art. XXIV. Of Speaking in the 
Congregation in such a tongue OM 
the People under^etandeth. 

It is a thing plainly repugnant to 
&e word of God, and the custom of 
the primitive Church, to have public 
prayer in the Church, or to minister 
the sacraments in a tongue not under 
standed of the people. 

Art. XXV. Of the SacramenU. 

Sacraments ordained of Christ be 
not only badges or tokens of Christian 
men's profession ; but rather they be 
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certain mm w UBCwcg , and effisctoal 
■igns of gn.ee, and God's good wUl 
toward us, by the which he doth 
work inviaiblv in us^ and doth not 
only quicken, but also sti'engthcn and 
confirm our faith in him. 

There are two sacraments ordained 
of Chbist our Lord in tlie Gospel, 
that is to say, Baptism, and the Sup- 
per of the LOBD. 

Those five commonly called Sacra* 
mams, that is to savi Confirmation, 
Penance, Orders, Matrimony, and 
Extreme Unction, are not to be count- 
ed ibr Sacraments of the Gospel, be* 
ing such as have grown, partly of 
the corrupt following of the apostles, 
partly are states of life allowed by the 
scriptures ; but yet have not like na- 
tore of sacraments with Baptism and 
the Lord's Supper, for that th^ have 
not any visible sign or ceremony or- 
dained; of Goo. 

The sacnunents were not ordained 
of Christ to be gazed upon, or to 
be carried about, but that we should 
auly use them. And in such only 
as worthily receive the same, they 
have a wholesome effect or c^ration : 
bat they that receive them unworthi* 
I^, purchase to themselves damna> 
tHHi, as St. Paul saith. 

Abt. XXVI cy the Unu>orthinea9 
pf the Minuiter»f which hinders not 
the ^eet oftJte Sacramenta. 

Although in the visible Church the 
evil be ever mingled with the good, 
and sometime the evil have chief au- 
thority in the ministration of the word 
and sacraments: yet, forasmuch as 
they do nut the same in their own 
name, but in Christ's, and do min- 
ister by his commission and author- 
ity, we may use their ministry, both 
in hearing the word of God, and in 
receiving the sacraments. Neither 
is Uie effect of Christ's ordinance 
taken away by their wickedness, nor 
the grace of God's gifts diminished 
from such, 08 by faith, and rightly, 
do receive the sacraments miniRtcr- 
ed unto them, which be effrctual, be- 
caose of Christ's institntion and 



promise, althon^ they be minisiered 
by evil men. 

Nevertheless, it appertainetli to tho 
diacipiine of the Church, that inqui- 
ry be made of evil ministers, and 
that they be accused hy those that 
have knowledge of their offences : 
and finally bemg found guilty, by 
just judgment, be deposed. 

Abt. XXYIL Qf Baptism. 

Baptism is not only a sign of prch« 
fession, and mark of differencei 
whereby Christian men are discerned 
from others that be not christened.: 
but ii is also a sign of r^neration, 
or new birth, whereby, as by an in« 
striinient, they that receive baptism 
rightly are grafted into the Church : 
the promises of ttie forgiveness of sin, 
and of our adoption to be the sons of 
God by the Holy Ghobt, are visi* 
biy signed and sealed : fiiith is con- 
firmed and grace increased by virtue 
of prayer unto God. The baptism 
of young children is in any wise to 
be retained in the Church as most 
agreeable with the in^tution of 
(Jhbist. 

Abt. XXVm. Cfthfi Lord^e 
Supper. 

The Sapper of the Lord is not 
only a sign of the love that Christians 
ought to liave among themselves ona 
to another ; but rat£uer it is a sacra- 
ment of our redemption by Christ's 
death: insomuch that to such as 
ri^hdy, worthily, and with faith re* 
ceive the same, tJie bread which we 
break is a partaking of the body of 
Chbist; and likewise the cup of 
blessing is a partaking of the blood of 
Christ. 

Transubstantiatbn (or the change 
of the substance of bread and wine) 
in the Supper of the Lord, cannot 
be proved by Holy Writ ; but it is 
repugnant to the plain words of 
Seript\ire, overthroweth the nature 
of a sacrament, and hath given occB' 
sion to many superstitions. 

The body or Christ is given, 
taken, and eaten in the supper, only 
afUr a heavenly and siHritual man* 
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ner. And the taatii whereby the 
bodj of Chbist is received and eat- 
en in the Supper, is faith. 

The sacrament of the Lord's Sup* 
per was not by ChbisT's ordinance 
reserved, earned about, lifted up^ or 
worshipped. 

Abt. XXIX. Of the vDicked, tefUck 
eat not af the Body of Chribt in 
the use of the Lord*e Supper. 

The wicked, and such as be void 
of a lively faith, although they do 
carnally and visibly press with their 
teeth (as St. Augustine saith) Uie 
sacrament of the body and blood cf 
Christ; yet in no wise are they 
partakers of Christ; but rather to 
their condemnation do eat and drink 
the sign or sacrament of so great a 
thing. 

Art. XXX. Of both Kinds. 

The cup of the Lord is not to be 
denied to tlie lay-people: for both 
parts of the Lord's sacrament by 
Christ's .ordinance and command- 
ment, ought to be ministered to all 
Christian men alike. 

Art. XXXI. Of the one Oblation of 
Christ finished upon the Cross. 

The offering of Christ once made, 
is that perfect redemption, propitia- 
tion, and satisfaction for all the sins 
of the whole world, both original 
and actual ; and there is none other 
satisfaction ibr sin, but that alone. 
Wherefore the sacrifice of masses, in 
which it was commonly mid, that 
the priest did offer Christ for the 
qnicR and the dead, to have remission 
' of pain or ffuilt, were blasphemous 
fiibles, and dangerous deceits. 

Art. XXXn. Of the Marriage qf 
Priests. 

Bishops, Priests, and Deacons, are 
not comnianded by God's law, eitlier 
to vow the estate of single life, or to 
abstain from marriage: therefore it 
is lawful for them, as for all other 
Christian men, to marry at their own 
discretion, as tliey sbaU judge tlie 
mme k> serve better to godliness. | 



Art. XXXill. Of exeommunicai^ 
Persons^ hote they are to be avoid- 
ed. 

That person which by open de 
nmiciation of the Church is rightly 
cut off from the unity of tlie Church, 
and excommunicated, ought to be 
taken of the whole multitude of the 
faithful, as a lieatlicn and publican, 
until he be openly reconciled by pe- 
nance, and received into tlie Church 
by a judge that hath authority there 
unto.. 

Art. XXXIV. Of the Traditions of 
the CMurcb. 

It is not necessary that tradit^ns 
and ceremonies be in all places one, 
or utterly like ; for at ail times they 
have been divers, and may be chan^ 
accordifig to the diversity of countries^ 
times, and men's manners, so that 
nothing be ordained against God's 
word. Whosoever, through hia pri- 
vate judgment, willingly and pur- 
posely doth openly bxeak the tradi- 
tions and ceremonies of the Church, 
which be not repugnant to the word 
of God, and be ordained and ap 
proved by common authority, ought 
to be rebuked openly (that other 
may fear to do the like) as he that 
offendeth against the common order 
of the Church, and hnrtetli the au- 
thority of the magistrate, and wound- 
etli the consciences of the weak 
brethren. , 

Every particular or national Church 
hath authority to ordain, change, and 
abolish ceremonies, or. rites of the 
Church, ordained only by. man's au- 
thority, so that all tliipgs be done to 
edifymg. 

Art. XXXT. Of Homilies. 
The second Book of Homilies, tb« 
several titles whereof we have joinet^ 
under this Article, doth contain a 
godly and wholesome doctrine, and 
necessary fur these time^ as doth the 
former Book of Homilies, which were 
set forth in the time of Edward the 
Sixthf and tlierefore we judffe theni 
lo be read in churcJies by Uie min« 
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iflter.9 diligendy and distinctly, that 
they may be understanded of the 
people.

Art. XXXVI. Of Consecration qf

The Book of Consecration of Bish- 
ops, and Ordering of Priests and 
Deacons, as set forth by tlie General 
Convention of this Church in 1792, 
doth contain all tilings necessary to 
such consecration and ordering;; 
neither hath it any thing that, of itself, 
is superstitious and ungodly: and, 
thererore, whosoever are consecrated 
or ordered according to said form, we 
decree all such to be rightly, orderly, • 
and lawfully consecrated and ordered. 

Art. XXXVII. Of the Power of 
the Civil Magistrates. 

The power of the civil magistrate 
extendeth to all men, as well clergy 
as laity, in all things temporal ; but 
hath no authority in things purely 
spiritual. And we hold it to be the 
duty of all men who are professors of 
the Grospel, to pay respectful obedi* 
ence to the civil anthority, regularly 
and legitimately constituted. 

Art. XXXVIII: Of Christian 
Men*s Goods, which are not com- 
mon. 

The riches and goods of Christians 
are not common, as touching the 
right, title, and possession of the 
same, as certain Anabaptists do falsely 
boast.

THE PREFACE. 

It is evident rnto all men, diligently reading holy Scriptare and ancieiit 
authors, that from the Apostles' time tliere have hecn these Orders of 
Ministers in Christ's Chorch, — Bishops, Priests, and Deacons. Which 
offices were evermore had in such reverent estimation, that no man might 
presume to execute any of them, except be were first called, tried, ez- 
aminod, and known to have such qualities as are requisite for the same ; 
and also by public prayer with imposition of hands, were approved and 
admitted thereunto by lawful authority. And therefore, to the intent that 
these Orders may be continued, and reverently used and esteemed in this 
Church, no man shall be accounted or taken to be a lawful Bishop, Pries^ 
or Deacon, in this Church, or suffered to execute any of the said functional 
except he be called, tried, examined, and admitted Uiereunto according 
to the form hereafter following, or hatli had Episcopal Consecration or 
Ordination. 

And none shall be adiriitted a Deacon, Priest, or Bishop, except he be of the 
age which the Canon in that case provided may require. 

And the Bishop knowing, either by himself, or by sufficient testimony, any 
person to be a man of virtuous conversation, and without crime ; an^ 
af\er examinotion and trial, finding him sufficiently instructed in the holy 
Scripture, and otherwise learned as the Canons require, may, at the times 
ap|)ointed, or else, on urgent occasion, upon some other day, in the face of 
the Ch'irch, admit him a Deacon, in such manner and form as folIow«;th.
